PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

AMENDING THE MOBILE HOMES 
AND MOBILE HOME PARK ORDINANCE 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners also serves as the Board of Health of Cook 
County; and 

WHEREAS, the Board has created the Cook County Department of Public Health to protect and promote 
health and to prevent illness, disability and premature death among all residents of suburban Cook 
County; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Department of Public Health serves all areas of Cook County except in 
areas where municipalities have adopted similar ordinances to regulate manufactured home communities; 
and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Mobile Home Park Ordinance was last updated in 1972; and 
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WHEREAS, recent fires in mobile home communities have threatened the safety of park residents and 
caused significant loss of personal property; and 

WHEREAS, the separation of homes was identified as a significant factor as to the severity of these fires; 
and 

WHEREAS, revisions to this Ordinance are needed to adopt new NFPA (National Fire Protection 
Association) separation and setback requirements; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Department of Public Health licenses and regulates 30 mobile home 
communities including approximately 8,000 mobile home sites; and 

WHEREAS, revisions are also needed to reflect changes in terminology and technology in manufactured 
housing; and 

WHEREAS, the proposed amendment will provide clearer guidance to those communities that wish to 
enact their own local rules governing mobile home parks; and 

WHEREAS, the proposed changes will provide for a safer and healthier environment in Cook County 
mobile home communities and will enhance the quality of life of all park residents. 

NOW, THEREF'ORE, BE IT ORDAINED, that the Mobile Home Ordinance is hereby amended as set 
forth below:

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Section 5-291. Purpose 

The Cook County Board of Commissioners finds: (1) that th e r e is a s e rious housing shortag e in this 
country; ( 2 ) ( 1 ) that rising costs in the building construction field has seriously impeded the building of 
new housing, particularly for moderate and low income citizens; £3) £2} that the existing housing stock is 
continuously depleted through demolition resulting from aging buildings, urban renewal, highway 
construction and other necessary public improvements; £4) £3) that advances in the construction of mobile 
homes has significantly increased the importance of this mode of housing; £5) £4} that through proper 
regulation and licensing mobile homes can contribute to the quality housing of Cook County citizens. 

Section 5-292. Definitions 

Unless the context clearly requires otherwise, the words and phrases set forth below in s e ctions .1 to .9 
4-3 inclusive, shall have the meanings set forth in this ordinance. Additionally, words and phrases not 
defined in this Ordinance shall have the meanings of common usage in the English language. 

“County” mean the County of Cook County. Illinois. 

#7 "Department" means the Cook County Department of Public Health, unless otherwise indicated. 

3t "Dependent mobile home" means a mobile home which does not have toilet and bath or shower 
facilities. 

“Director” means the Director of the Cook County Department of Public Health. 

“Front” The front is the end of the mobile or manufactured home to which the hitch is or was attached 
and used for towing or for delivery to the site. When a mobile home is placed in a mobile home park 
and the hitch is removed, the Department shall make a detennination as to what constitutes the front. 

4r "Independent mobile home" means a mobile home which has self-contained toilet and bath or shower 
facilities. 

9r “License” means Mobile Home Park Operator’s License. 

"Manufactured Home" means a structure, transportable in one or more sections, which is built on a 
permanent chassis, which may have wheels, temporarily or permanently attached to its chassis, for 
transportation, from its place of construction to the location, or subsequent locations at which it is 
intended to be installed and occupied. It is designed to be used as a dwelling with or without a 
permanent foundation when connected to the required utilities, and includes the plumbing, heating, 
air conditioning, and electrical systems contained therein. Any home defined in the ordinance as a 
"mobile home" is defined as a "manufactured home” or “manufactured housing" for the purposes of 
this section. 


“Manufactured Home Accessory Buildings or Structures" is an assembly of materials forming a 
construction for use which contributes to the comfort, convenience or necessity of the principal 
building or structure served, including, among other things, awnings, cabanas, garages, storage 
structures, sheds, decks, carports, fences, windbreaks, porches or other like appurtenances. 
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"Manufactured Home Community" means a tract ofland or two or more contiguous tracts of land that 
contain sites with the necessary utilities for five or more independent manufactured homes for 
permanent habitation either free of charge or for revenue purposes, and shall include any building, 
structure, vehicle, or enclosure used or intended for use as a part of the equipment of such 
manufactured home community. Separate ownership of contiguous tracts of land shall not preclude 
the tracts of land from common licensure as a manufactured home community if they are maintained 
and operated jointly. Neither an immobilized manufactured home nor a motorized recreational 
vehicle shall be construed as being part of a manufactured home community. Any community 
defined in the ordinance as a "mobile home park" is defined as a "manufactured home community" 
for the purposes of this section. 

For the purposes of this ordinance the terms "mobile home park." “mobile home community," 
“manufactured home community.” are used interchangeably. The terms “mobile home.” 
“manufactured home." and “manufactured housing." are also used interchangeably. 

-L "Mobile home" means a structure designed for permanent habitation and so constructed as to permit 
its transport on wheels, temporarily or permanently attached to its frame, from the place of its 
construction to the location, or subsequent locations, at which it is intended to be a pennanent 
habitation and designed to permit the occupancy thereof as a dwelling place for 1 or more persons, 
provided that any such structure resting on a pennanent foundation, with wheels, tongue, lug bolts 
and hitch pennanently removed, shall be construed as a “mobile home/’ 

& "Mobile home park" means an area of land or lands upon which five or more independent mobile 
homes are harbored either free of charge or for revenue purposes, and shall include any building, 
structure, tent, vehicle, or enclosure used or intended for use as a part of the equipment of such 
mobile home park. 

2t "Pennanent habitation" means a period of one (1) or more months. 

8 t "Site" means the lot on which the mobile home is harbored located for pennanent habitation. 

Section 5-293. License 

No person, fmn or corporation shall establish, maintain, conduct, or operate a mobile home park without 
first obtaining a an annual license therefore from the Department. "Conduct or operate a mobile home 
park" as used in this Ordinance shall include, but not necessarily be limited to supplying or maintaining 
common water, sewer or other utility supply or service, or the collection of rents directly or indirectly 
from five or more independent mobile homes. Such lic e ns e shall e xpir e on e y e ar from dat e of iss u e and a 
The license year or period shall begin on May 1 of each year and expire on April 30 of the following year. 
A new license may be issued upon proper application and payment of the annual license fee provided the 
applicant is in substantial compliance with the Rules and Regulations of the Department. 

Section 5-294. Permit - Application 

In order to obtain a pennit to construct a mobile home park, the applicant shall file with the Department a 
written application and plan documents, and such plan documents shall be prepared by a registered 
engineer or architect licensed to practice in the State of Illinois, with registration seal affixed, setting 
forth: 
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a. The full name and address of the applicant or applicants, or names and addresses of the partners if the 
applicant is a partnership, or names and addresses of the officers if the applicant is a corporation, and the 
present or last occupation of the applicant at the time of the filing of the application. 

b. The location and legal description of the tract of land upon which it is proposed to operate and 
maintain a mobile home park. 

c. The proposed and existing facilities in the mobile home park for water supply, sewage, garbage and 
waste disposal, fire protection and the proposed alterations therein and the maintenance thereof. 

d. The proposed method of lighting the structures and land upon which the mobile home park is to be 
located. 

e. The plot plans of the mobile home park, building plans and specifications for existing buildings and 
facilities, and the plans and specifications for new buildings and facilities, and the plans and 
specifications for new buildings and facilities or the proposed alterations in existing facilities, all as may 
be required by the rules and regulations of the Department under the provisions of this ordinance. 

f. A statement of the fire-fighting facilities, public or private, which are available to the mobile home 
park. 

An affidavit of the applicant as to the truth of the matters contained in the application shall be attached 
thereto. Each application shall be accompanied by an application fee of $ 100.00 250.00 . The application 
fee once paid to the Department shall not be refunded. Pennits shall be valid for one year from date of 
issue, but may be extended by the Department. 

Section 5-295. Issuance or Written Explanatory Denial 

1. Upon receipt of an application for a pennit to construct a mobile home park or an application for a 
license to operate and maintain the same, or an application for a pennit to alter a licensed mobile home 
park, the Department shall, if the park is, or the proposed park will be, in conformity with this Ordinance 
and the rules and regulations adopted by the Department pursuant thereto, issue a pennit to construct or 
an original license, as the case may be. If the application for a permit to construct or a license is declined, 
the Department shall give the reasons therefore in writing to the applicant; and if the objections can be 
corrected, the applicant may amend his application and re-submit it for approval. The Department shall 
have the authority to call on the assistance of other entities or agencies which could provide consultation, 
expertise or have regulatory authority beyond that of the Department. 

2. If a pennit to construct a park has been issued, the applicant upon completion thereof shall notify the 
Department. The Department shall then inspect the park and if completed in accordance with the 
accepted application, the Department shall issue a license. 

3. No change in any sanitary facilities, methods of water supply, sewer, drainage, garbage or waste 
disposal, and no change in the plot plan shall be made without first making a written application to the 
Department and receiving a written permit there from. Such application shall be made in the way and 
manner herein-before set forth; except that a fee amounting to $ 50.00 250.00 shall accompany each 
application for a permit to increase the size of a park. No application fee shall be required to accompany 
an application for a pennit to alter a mobile home park where such alteration involves only a reduction in 
the number of mobile home spaces to a number less than that for which such park is currently licensed. 
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4. Such a permit does not relieve the applicant from securing building permits in municipalities ©f 
counti e s having a building code, or from the Building and Zoning Department of the County, or from 
complying with any municipal or county zoning or other ordinance applicable thereto. Within 10 days of 
receiving sueh an application for a permit to construct a new park or expand a licensed park , the 
Department shall send a copy thereof, by certified mail, to the county or municipality in which the 
proposed park is located. No license to operate and maintain a mobile home park shall be issued upon the 
Department's being notified, within 60 days of the mailing of the application to the municipality* as 
provided in this Section by a written certification from the municipal zoning board or commission of any 
municipality that such park is in violation of any municipal or county zoning or other ordinances and that 
such park was not in existence at the time of the passage of such municipal zoning or other ordinances. 
Upon certification from such municipal zoning board that such park has complied with the municipal or 
county zoning or other ordinances and other requirements of this Ordinance have been met, such license 
shall be issued. Within ten days after such park has complied with the municipal zoning ordinance the 
municipal zoning board or commission shall certify such compliance to the Department. Provided, fees 
charged by such municipality for such permits shall not exceed the usual charge for the services provided 
by such municipality or county in connection with such pennits. In cases where the proposed park is 
located in the unincorporated area of Cook County, the Department shall not issue the license to operate 
and maintain a mobile home park where any violation of an applicable Cook County ordinance or 
regulation exists. 


Section 5-296. License Fee - Rate 

1. In addition to the application fees provided for herein, the licensee shall pay to the Department on or 
before April 30 of each year, an annual license fee which shall be $ 25.00 $ 100.00 plus $54)0 $ 12.00 for 
each mobile home space in the park. 

2. The licensee shall pay to the Department $10 for each additional mobile home space added to his park 
under authority of a written permit to alter the park as provided in Section 5-29 4 of this ordinance, 
payment for which the additional mobile home spac es sites to be made and an amended license therefore 
obtained before any mobile homes are accommodated on the additional mobile home spaces. The 
Department shall issue an amended license to cover such additional mobile home s pac e s sites , when they 
are to be occupied before the end of the license year, for which an annual license has been previously 
issued. 

3. Provided that subsequent to the effective date of this ordinance, an applicant for an original license to 
operate a new park constructed under a permit issued by the Department shall only be required to pay a 
prorated fee based on the remaining months of the licensure year for the first year of operation. This 
paragraph is applicable as long as the Department uses May 1 as an annual license date. 

4. Each license fee shall be paid to the Department and any license fee or any part thereof, once paid to 
and accepted by the Department shall not be refunded. 

5. The Department shall deposit all funds received under this ordinance in the Cook County general fund. 
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Section 5-297. Revocation - Suspension 

Any license granted hereunder shall be subject to revocation or suspension by the Department. Flowever, 
the Department shall first serve or cause to be served upon the licensee a written notice in which shall be 
specified the way or ways in which such licensee has failed to comply with the statute, or any rules or 
regulations promulgated by the Department pertaining thereto. Said notice shall require the licensee to 
remove or abate such nuisance, unsanitary or objectionable condition, specified in such notice, within 5 
days or within a longer period of time as may be allowed by the Department. If the licensee fails to 
comply with the terms and conditions of said notice, within the time specified or such extended period of 
time, the Department may revoke or suspend such license. 

Section 5-298. Construction and Remodeling Permits 

No person, firm or corporation shall construct a mobile home park without first obtaining a permit to do 
so. All pennits to construct, all licenses to operate, and all permits to make alterations therein shall be 
prominently displayed in the office of parks. All licenses issued under this Act shall be nontransferable. 

Section 5-299. Operating Requirements 

Each mobile home park licensed or to be constructed under the provisions of this ordinance shall be 
operated and maintained in accordance with the requirements of Sections .1 to 1 A 5-229.1 - 5-299.14 
inclusive, of this ordinance. 

1. Every park shall be in the charge of a responsible attendant or caretaker whose name shall be on file at 
all times with the Department and whose duty it shall be to maintain the park, its facilities and equipment 
in a clean, orderly and sanitary condition, and it shall be the responsibility of the licensee, for any 
violation of the provisions of this ordinance. 

2. No park shall be so located that the drainage of the park area will endanger any water supply. All such 
parks shall be well drained. No wastewater shall be deposited on the surface of the ground within the 
mobile home park. 

3. Each site on which a mobile home is accommodated shall have a minimum area of 2,500 square feet, 
provided that sites existing in parks or approved by the Department for construction prior to August 21, 
1967, shall contain an area of not less than 1,000 square feet. 

No mobile home shall be parked closer than 5 feet to the side lot lines of a park, or closer than 10 feet to a 
public street, alley or building. For mobile homes placed on a site after the effective date of this 
Ordinance, no mobile home shall be placed closer than 10 feet to a private street. Each individual site 
shall abut or face on a private or public driveway or roadway of not less than 24 feet in width, which 
driveway or roadway shall have unobstructed access to a public highway or alley. There shall be an open 
space of at least 10 feet adjacent to the sides of every mobile home and at least 5 feet adjacent to the ends 
of every mobile home for mobile homes placed on a site prior to the effective date of this Ordinance. No 
portion of a manufactured home, excluding the tongue, constructed after the effective date of this 
Ordinance shall be located closer than (10 ft) side to side, (8 ft) end to side, and 16 ft) end to end 
horizontally from any other manufactured home or community building. Compliance with the setback and 
separation requirements shall be adhered to whenever an owner of a mobile home community enlarges or 
expands a concrete pad used to support a mobile home, installs a new mobile home, or replaces an 
existing mobile home on or after the effective date of this Ordinance. 
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4. An adequate supply of water of safe, sanitary quality, approved by the Department shall be furnished 
at each park. Where water from other sources than that supplied by a city or village is proposed to be 
used, the source of such supply shall first be approved by the Department. Each site shall be provided 
with a cold-water tap located in accordance as per regulations of the Department. 

5. All sewage and other water carried wastes shall be disposed of into a municipal sewerage system 
whenever the interceptor or sewer main of such system is adjacent to the park. In parks in which such 
connections are not available, disposal shall be into a private system which includes a sanitary means of 
disposal, the operation of which creates neither a nuisance nor a menace to health. 

6 . When a water carriage system of sewage is used each site shall be provided with a sewer connection 
for the combined liquid waste outlet or outlets of each mobile home. It shall be the duty of the owner or 
operator of said park to provide an approved type of water and odor tight connection from the mobile 
home water drainage to the sewer connection, and it shall be the duty of said owner or operator to make 
such connection and keep all occupied mobile homes connected to said sewer while located in the park. 
Sewer connections in unoccupied sites shall be so closed that they will emit no odors or cause a breeding 
place for flies. No water or waste shall be allowed to fall on the ground from a mobile home. 

7. A sufficient number of adequate fly proof vermin, pest resistant and watertight containers in 
accordance with Rules and Regulations adopted by the Department shall be supplied for the storage of 
garbage e xc e pt wh e r e an ad e quat e incin e rator is provid e d . 

Garbage containers shall be emptied at least once a week and shall not be filled to overflowing, or 
allowed to become foul smelling or a breeding place for flies insects . 

Garbage and rubbish shall be disposed of in a manner which creates neither a nuisance nor a menace to 
health and which is approved by the Department. 

8 . Adequate insect and rodent control measures shall be employed. All buildings shall be fly - and - r e d e nt 
proof vermin and pest resistant and rodent harborages shall not be permitted to exist in the park or 
pathways. 

9. Mobile homes in mobile home parks shall each be equipped with fire extinguishers in working orders 
on e in e ach -e nd of th e mobil e hom e. The type and location of each extinguisher shall be determined by 
the Fire Prevention Authority having jurisdiction in that community. The space under manufactured 
homes and accessory buildings and structures shall not be used for the storage of combustible materials or 
for the storage or placement therein of flammable liquids, gases or liquid or gas fuel-powered equipment. 

Within 10 years after the date of adoption of this ordinance, manufactured home communities must be 
provided with fire hydrants within 300 feet of any structure. At a minimum, the hydrants within the 
community must be linked to a 6-inch water main that generates 1000-1500 gallons per minute, with a 
static pressure of 35 psi. 

10. Temporary porches, canvas-roofed canopies and skirts s ha l l may be permitted for mobile homes and 
auxiliary rooms may a ls o b e authoriz e d by r e gulation of th e D e partm e nt if construct e d of fir e r e si s tant 
mat e rials of such sp e cifications as sha ll - b e- r -e quir e d by such - r e gu l at i ons if in compliance with applicable 
local fire safety and building codes. 

Accessory buildings or structures shall be permitted to be located immediately adjacent to a site line when 
constructed entirely of non combustionable materials and provided that such buildings or structures are 
not less than 3 ft from an accessory building or structure on an adjacent site. 
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11. All streets and driveways in every park must be maintained in a passable and reasonably dust-proof 
condition at all times. All streets and driveways in every park established after January 1, 1954, shall 
have a minimum width of 20 feet for streets or driveways. All streets and driveways in parks constructed 
after August 21,1967 shall have a minimum width of 24 feet. 

12. The management of every park shall assume full responsibility for maintaining in good repair and 
condition all sanitary, electrical and safety appliances in the park, and shall promptly bring such action as 
is necessary to prosecute or eject from the park any person or persons who fail to comply with the 
regulations of this Ordinance. 

13. Electrical outlets for each individual site shall be provided and the installation shall be in accordance 
with all state or local codes and ordinances. 

14. In no event shall a dependent mobile home, or non-permanent shelter or other vehicle designed or 
used for sleeping purposes, other than an independent mobile home, be permitted for occupancy at any 
time in a mobile home park. 

Section 5-300. Community Kitchens - Plumbing and Electrical Installations 

When community kitchens, dining rooms, laundries, or other facilities are provided, such facilities and 
equipment as are supplied must be maintained in a sanitary condition and kept in good repair, and subject 
to such rules and regulations as may be issued by the Department. 

i: All buildings constructed or altered, all plumbing, and all electrical and heating installations shall be in 
accordance with existing municipal and county building ordinances and the rules and regulations of the 
Department. 

Section 5-301. Department Keeps Original Application 

When the Department has approved an application for a permit to construct or make alterations upon a 
mobile home park or the appurtenances thereto or a license to operate and maintain the same, it shall 
retain the original and keep a file thereof, and one copy shall be returned to the applicant or his agent, one 
copy to the clerk of the municipality or to the county clerk if said park is located outside the limits of a 
municipality. The Department shall notify the clerk of the municipality if the park is located within the 
limits of a municipality or the county clerk if said park is located outside the limits of a municipality of all 
approved applications for construction of new parks or expansion of licensed parks . 

The Department shall draft and supply all forms and blanks and specify the number and detail necessary 
to obtain permits to construct or make alterations upon parks; and for a license to operate and maintain 
such a park according to this ordinance. 

Section 5-302. List of Mobile Home Parks 

The Department shall keep a record of all mobile home parks licensed by the Department : said records to 
show the names and addresses of all such parks, names and addresses of the licensees, number of mobile 
home lots in each park, source of water supply, system of sewage and garbage disposal, and any other 
information desired by the Department.

The Department shall supply licensees of all parks with any and all health rules and regulations pertaining 
thereto made by the Department, and any change or changes that may be made from time to time and such 
rules and regulations shall be posted by the management of such park in a protected, conspicuous place 
within the park. 

Section 5-303. Registration of Mobile Homes with Park 

Each mobile home park shall be provided with a custodian’s office where each mobile home entering 
such park shall be assigned to a site, given a copy of the park rules and regulations and registered 
according to the prescribed form. Such registration shall include the name and address of the owner of 
each mobile home and every occupant of such mobile home and the square feet of floor space contained 
in such mobile home and the date of entry of such mobile home into the park . Such r e gistration shall also 
i nclud e th e l i c e ns e numb e r of th e mob ile hom e and of d i e tow i ng v e hicl e , if th e r e b e any, and th e stat e 
i ss uing lic e ns e s. The register shall be signed by the owner or op e rator occupant of the mobile home. Any 
person furnishing misinformation for purposes of registration shall be deemed guilty of a Class A 
misdemeanor and shall b e subj e ct to punishm e nt a s provid e d in thi s ordinanc e. The registration records 
shall be neatly and securely maintained, and no registration records shall be destroyed until six years have 
elapsed following th e dat e of r e gistration after the departure of any tenant from the park. The register 
shall be available for inspection upon request by all law enforcement officers and by the Department. 

Section 5-304. Fines 

Whoever violates any provisions of this Ordinance, shall* except as otherwise provided, be fined not less 
than $ -100.00 500.00 and not more than $1,000.00 or imprisoned for a period not to exceed six (6) 
months, or by both such fine and imprisonment. Each day’s violation shall constitute a separate offense. 
The State’s Attorney shall bring such actions in the name of the people of the County of Cook, or may, in 
addition to other remedies provided in this ordinance, bring action for an injunction to restrain such 
violation, or to enjoin the operation of any such mobile home park. 

Section 5-305. Exclusions 

Nothing in this ordinance shall be construed to include the state parks of Illinois and the term “Mobile 
Home Park” shall not be construed to include buildings, tents, or other structures maintained by any 
individual or company on their own premises and used exclusively to house their own fann labor, or any 
military establishment of the United States or of this State wherein a travel trailer or mobile home may be 
located or harbored. 

Section 5-306. Department Duties 

The Department shall enforce the provisions of this ordinance and the rules and regulations adopted 
pursuant thereto affecting health, sanitation, water supply, sewage, garbage and waste disposal, and the 
Department shall inspect, at least once each year, each mobile home park and all the accommodations and 
facilities therewith. Such officials or officers are hereby granted the power and authority to enter upon 
the premises of such parks at any time for the purposes herein set forth. 

The Department may issue rules and regulations to carry out the provisions of this ordinance. 
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Section 5-307. Hearing Requirement 

1. Any person refused a permit to construct or alter a park or a license, or whose license is suspended or 
revoked, shall have the right to a hearing before the Department. A written notice of a request for such a 
hearing shall be served upon the Department within 20 days of such refusal of a permit to construct or 
alter or refusal of a license or suspension or revocation thereof. The Director shall give written notice of 
such decision, by registered mail, to the park operator or the applicant, as the case may be, within 15 days 
of such refusal, suspension or revocation. 

2. The hearing shall be conducted by the Director, or a duly qualified employee of the Department 
designated in writing by the Director as a Hearing Officer. 

3. The Director or Hearing Officer may compel by subpoena or subpoena duces tecum the attendance and 
testimony of witnesses and the production of books and papers, and administer oaths to witnesses. The 
Director shall give written notice of the time and place of hearing, by registered mail, to the park operator 
or license applicant, as the case may be, at least 10 days prior to such hearing. 

4. The Director or Hearing Officer shall permit the applicant or licensee to appear in person and to be 
represented by counsel at the hearing at which time the applicant or licensee shall be afforded an 
opportunity to present all relevant matter in support of his application for license or renewal of license or 
in resisting the revocation thereof. 

5. In the event of the inability of any party, or the Department, to procure the attendance of witnesses to 
give testimony or produce books and papers, such party or the Department may take the deposition of 
witnesses in accordance with the pro v i s i o n s of th e T a ws - of th e sta te law pertaining to the taking of 
depositions in civil cases in the circuit courts of this State . All testimony taken at a hearing shall be 
reduced to writing, and all such testimony and other evidence introduced at the hearing shall be a part of 
the record of the hearing. 

6 . The Director shall make findings of fact in such hearing, and the Director shall render his or her 
decision within 30 days after the termination of the hearing, unless additional time is required by him or 
her for a proper disposition of the matter. When the hearing has been conducted by a Hearing Officer, the 
Director shall review the record before rendering a decision. It shall be the duty of the Director to forward 
a copy of his or her decision, by registered mail, to the park operator or applicant, as the case may be, 
within 15 days of rendering such decision. 

7. Technical errors in the proceeding before the Director or Hearing Officer or their failure to observe the 
technical rules of evidence shall not constitute grounds for the reversal of any administrative decision 
unless it appears to the court that such error or failure materially affects the rights of any party and results 
in substantial injustice to him. 

8 . All subpoenas issued by the Director or Hearing Officer may be served as provided for in civil actions. 
The fees of witnesses for attendance and travel shall be the same as the fees for witnesses before the 
Circuit Court and shall be paid by the party to such proceeding at whose request the subpoena is issued. If 
such subpoena is issued at the request of the Department, the witness fee shall be paid as an 
administrative expense. 

9. In cases of refusal of a witness to attend or testify, or to produce books or papers, concerning any 
matter upon which he might be lawfully examined, the Circuit Court of Cook County, upon application of 
any party to the proceeding, may compel obedience by similar order of said Court.

1) Which has adopted mobile home and mobile home park ordinances substantially as string e nt 
or mor e string e nt than thos e contain e d h e r e in similar to this Ordinance, but that ordinance 
must be no less restrictive than the County mobile home ordinance as detennined by the

2) Which has notified the County H e alth Department in writing that it desires solely to regulate 
mobile homes and mobile home parks within its corporate limits.

transmitted herewith are the recommended projects for the 2005 Community 
Development Block Grant Program (CDBG), the Emergency Shelter Grants (ESG) 
Program, and the proposed use of the HOME Investment Partnerships Program (HOME). 
The Cook County Community Development Advisory Council adopted these 
recommendations at a public hearing held on May 12, 2005. 

The amount of CDBG funds requested was $31,184,004.00. The amount of CDBG funds 
available for programming is $14,112,872.00. The proposed use of CDBG funds will 
provide a 100% benefit to low and moderate income persons. 

The amount of ESG funds requested was $1,115,450.00. The amount of ESG funds 
available for programming is $464,246.00. The propose use of ESG funds provides 
essential services and maintenance/operational costs for homeless shelters in suburban 
Cook County, as well as programs for homeless prevention. 

The amount of HOME Investment Partnerships Program funds granted by the U.S. 
Department of Housing and Urban Development (HUD) is $6,297,078.00. Additionally, 
the County will receive $354,822.00 in fiscal year 2003 funds and $398,640.00 for fiscal 
2004 and $227,313.00 in fiscal year 2005 for a combined total of $980,775.00, for the 
new American Dream Down Payment Initiative recently announced by HUD. 
Applications for eligible HOME projects are accepted throughout the year. The proposed 
use of all funds must be incorporated into the County’s Annual Action Plan for submittal 
to HUD.

WHEREAS, the Federal assault weapons ban, of the Violent Crime Control and Law Enforcement Act of 
1994, as amended, 18 USC Sec. 921 et seq. expired on September 13, 2004; and

0-46 and Ordinance 99-0-27, Article I, Section 1-2 by striking and deleting language in section 1-2; and 
(2) amend Ordinance 93-0-37, as amended by Ordinance 93-0-46 and Ordinance 99-0-27, Article VI, 
by deleting and adding language as stricken through and underlined below. 

NOW, THEREFORE, PURSUANT TO THE HOME RULE AUTHORITY OF THE COOK 
COUNTY BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS, AS VESTED IN IT BY THE ILLINOIS 
CONSTITUTION OF 1970, HEREBY AMEND PORTIONS OF THE ORDINANCE, AS 
FOLLOWS: 
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ARTICLE I. GENERAL PROVISIONS 


Section 1-2 Applicability. 

(a) This ordinanc e article shall control the licensing of all firearms dealers within Cook County 
except in home rule municipalities which have a separate municipal ordinance specifically regulating the 
licensing of firearms dealers.

(a) No person shall manufacture , sell, offer or display for sale, give, lend, transfer ownership of, 
acquire or possess any assault weapon or large capacity magazine . This subsection shall not apply to: 
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(1) the sale or transfer to, or possession by any officer, agent, or employee of Cook County 
or any other municipality or state or of the United States, members of the armed forces of the 
United States; or the organized militia of this or any other state; or peace officers to the extent 
that any such person named in this subsection is otherwise authorized to acquire or possess an 
assault weapon and /or large capacity magazine and does so while is acting within the scope of his 
or her duties; 

(2J-- manufactur e of as s ault w e apons 

(32) transportation of assault weapons or large capacity magazine if such weapons are broken 
down and in a non-functioning state and are not immediately accessible to any person. 

(b) Any assault weapon or large capacity magazine possessed, sold or transferred in violation of 
subsection (a) of this section is hereby declared to be contraband and shall be seized and disposed of in 
accordance with the provid e d in provisions of Section 6-2 of this Ordinance. 

(c) Any person found in violation of this section shall be sentenced to not more than six months 
imprisonment or fined not less than $500.00 and not more than $1,000.00, or both. 

(d) Any person who, prior to the effective date of the ordinance codified in this Ordinance, was 
legally in possession of an assault weapon or large capacity magazine prohibited by this section shall have 
44 90 days from the effective date of the ordinance codifi e d in thi s s e ct i on to do any of the following 
without being subject to prosecution hereunder: 

(1) To remove the assault weapon or large capacity magazine from within the limits of the 
County of Cook; or 

(2) To modify the assault weapon or large capacity magazine either to render it permanently 
inoperable or to permanently make it a device no longer defined as an assault weapon or large 
capacity magazine : or 

(3) To surrender the assault weapon or large capacity magazine to the Sheriff or his designee 
for disposal as provided below. 

Section 6-3 Destruction of weapons confiscated. 

Whenever any firearm or ammunition large capacity magazine is surrendered or confiscated 
pursuant to the terms of this Ordinance, the Sheriff shall ascertain whether such firearm or ammunition is 
needed as evidence in any matter. 

If such firearm or ammunition large capacity magazine is not required for evidence it shall be 
destroyed at the direction of the Sheriff. A record of the date and method of destruction an inventory or 
the firearm or ammunition large capacity magazine so destroyed shall be maintained.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

AMENDMENT TO THE COOK COUNTY LIVING WAGE ORDINANCE 

WHEREAS, on September 15, 1998, the Cook County Board of Commissioners enacted the Cook 
County Living Wage Ordinance to establish meaningful employee compensation for lowest wage 
individuals employed by a person or business entity awarded a contract or subcontract with Cook County; 
and 

WHEREAS, on December 1, 2004, said Ordinance was amended to require compensation of the living 
wage for services performed or produced by lowest paid individuals employed by a person or business 
entity awarded a contract or subcontract with Cook County or by a for-profit person or business entity of 
an owner occupied property who receives or renews a Class 6b or Class 9 property tax incentive pursuant 
to the Cook County Real Property Assessment Classification Ordinance (Ordinance 02-0-14); and 
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WHEREAS, there are currently approximately 3,500 units which are certified as supportive living 
facilities by the State of Illinois Department of Public Aid, with 1,700 such units being located in Cook 
County, and another 3,000 new units are in the planning stages, with 1,500 new units currently planned 
for occupancy in Cook County; and 

WHEREAS, said 2004 Amendment has created an impediment to the Illinois Supportive Living Program 
within Cook County, thereby diminishing a key component of housing and health services for the elderly 
and low income populations in Cook County; and 

WHEREAS, the current ordinance has created a ‘"chilling effect” on possible new units being built in our 
county, discourage renewals of Class 6b and Class 9 incentives, and ultimately may place current Cook 
County HOME funds, used to finance many of these projects, in jeopardy of default. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE PRESIDENT AND BOARD OF 
COMMISSIONERS OF THE COUNTY OF COOK that the Cook County Living Wage Ordinance 
(05-0-02) is hereby amended as follows: 

Section 1. Living Wage Requirements 

A Living Wage for services performed or produced shall be paid to lowest-wage individuals 
employed by a person or business entity awarded a contract or subcontract with Cook County 
or by a for-profit person or business entity of an owner-occupied property who receives or 
renews a Class 6b or Class 9 property tax incentive , except in applications or renewals of 
Class 9 property incentives for supportive living facilities as certified by the State of Illinois 
Department of Public Aid, pursuant to the Cook County Real Property Assessment 
Classification Ordinance (02-0-14). 

(A) Definitions. For the purpose of this Ordinance only the following terms shall have 
the following meanings: 

1. "Living Wage" means a minimum wage of no less than $9.43 per hour if 
employee health benefits are provided, or $11.78 per hour without health 
benefits. The employee health benefit contribution shall not exceed 25% of the 
health insurance premium. As of January 1, 2006, and each January 1 thereafter, 
the Living Wage shall be adjusted, using the most recent federal poverty 
guidelines for a family of four as published annually by the United States 
Department of Health and Human Services, to constitute the following: there 
will be an annual adjustment calculated as 100% of the federal poverty line for a 
family of four (as defined by the U.S. Department of Health and Human 
Services) with health benefits and 125% of the federal poverty line for a family 
of four without health benefits. 

2. "Contract" means any written agreement requiring board approval whereby the 
County is committed to expend or does expend funds in connection with any 
contract or subcontract which requires in the performance thereof the 
employment of any number of full time non-county employees, including, but 
not limited to, the following classifications: cashier, clerical, custodial, day 
laborer, elevator operator, home and health care, laundry, leased employee, 
parking attendant, and security guard. The term "Contract" shall not include 
contracts with Not-For-Profit Organizations, Community Development Block 
Grants, President's Office of Employment Training, Sheriffs Work Alternative 
Program, or Department of Correction inmates. 
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3. "Contracting Agency" means the County of Cook. 

4. "Eligible Contractors" means any person or business entity awarded a contract or 
subcontract by the County of Cook which requires in the performance thereof the 
employment of any number of full time non-county employees, including, but 
not limited to, the following classifications: cashier, clerical, custodial, day 
laborer, elevator operator, home and health care, laundry, leased employee, 
parking attendant, and security guard. 

5. "Not-for Profit Organization" means a corporation having tax exempt status 
under Section 501 (C) (3) of the United States Internal Revenue Code and 
recognized under Illinois State not-for-profit law. 

6. ‘"Property Tax Incentive” means a reduction in the assessment level as set forth in 
the Cook County Real Property Assessment Classification Ordinance (02-0-14) 
for Class 6b industrial property or Class 9 multifamily residential property. 

7. “Supportive living facilities" mean programs which establish an alternative to 
nursing home care for low income older persons and persons with disabilities 
under Medicaid and certified by the State of Illinois Department of Public Aid. 

(B) Every contract shall contain a provision or provisions stipulating that they are 
currently paying the Living Wage required to be paid to the employees listed under 
paragraph A (1), and each such Contract shall further contain provisions obligating 
the Eligible Contractor, or subcontractor of such Eligible Contractor, to pay its 
employees for work at not less than the Living Wage. 

(C) Every for-profit person or business entity of an owner-occupied property who 
receives or renews a Class 6b or Class 9 property tax incentive, except as exempted 
herein for state certified supportive living facilities, shall provide an affidavit to the 
applicable Cook County Agency stipulating that such person or business entity is 
currently paying the Living Wage required to be paid to the employees listed under 
paragraph A (1). 

(D) The Purchasing Agent shall require as part of the bidding and sole source procedure 
that any covered contractor provide the County of Cook certification of its compliance 
with this Ordinance. 

(E) Any contract that violates the provisions contained in this Ordinance shall be subject 
to cancellation by the Cook County Board of Commissioners. 

(F) Any contractor disqualified from eligibility by the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners shall be ineligible for two years following violation of this

(B) This Ordinance shall not apply to any applications or renewal of a Class 9 tax 
incentive, as provided under the Cook County Real Property Assessment 
Classification Ordinance (02-0-14). for supportive livinu facilities certified by the 
State of Illinois Department of Public Aid . 

W(C] This Ordinance shall not apply to any contract with the County of Cook entered into 
prior to the effective date of the ordinance. 

All resolutions or ordinances or parts thereof in conflict with the provisions of this 
ordinance to the extent of such conflict are hereby repealed effective upon passage of 
this ordinance. 

Section 3. Severability . 

All portions of this Ordinance are severable, and if any of its provisions or any sentence, 
clause or paragraph shall be held unconstitutional by any court of competent jurisdiction, the 
decision of such court shall not affect or impair any of the remaining provisions. 

Section 4. Effective Date. 


This amended ordinance shall take full force and effect on January 1,2005 upon passage .

WHEREAS, county residents utilizing the Bureau of Health Sendees in-house pharmacies routinely wait 
for hours to get prescriptions fdled; and

look for methods of more efficient delivery of prescriptions that will alleviate the chronic wait for

WHEREAS, Stroger Hospital of Cook County is a qualified 340B covered entity and therefore eligible to 
take part in an Alternative Methods Demonstration Project; and

approval, through the Office of Pharmacy Affairs, to utilize a network of pharmacies or use a contract 
pharmacy to supplement an in-house pharmacy; and 

WHEREAS, Walgreens Health Services has approached the County following the passage on October 5, 
2004 of a Resolution authorizing an RFP for pharmacy services. Walgreen’s is confident in their ability 
to develop an Alternative Methods Demonstration Project and to provide effective methods to improve 
access to drug therapy and comprehensive pharmacy services for patients while protecting the program 
integrity with inventory and dispensing controls and ensuring statutory and program compliance; and 

WHEREAS, Walgreens said one option is to establish a small network of their stores, chosen by zip 
codes, to serve as 340B contract phannacies to provide convenient, alternative locations for patients in 
addition to the existing county phannacies; and 

WHEREAS, Walgreens has also proposed an option to acquire the operation of the Stroger Hospital of 
Cook County outpatient pharmacy providing the County with revenue and taking over staffing 
responsibility, system maintenance and upgrade costs. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners instructs 
the Bureau of Health Services to enter into talks with Walgreens Health Services to discuss an Alternative 
Methods Demonstration Project and the various options to be included in that project; and

Methods Demonstration Project for the Board of Commissioners review by September 20, 2005.

Thank you for taking the time to meet with me to discuss the outpatient pharmacy 
services at the Cook County hospitals. As, I mentioned, Walgreens can offer alternative 
to increase patient access to their medications and improve the efficiency of the 
phannacies in a cost-effective manner. As part of the proposal, I have separated the 
options into short and long tenn. 
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Short term 


Since Stroger Hospital is a qualified 340B covered entity, we propose Cook County 
submit to the Office of Pharmacy Affairs an application for an Alternative Methods 
Demonstration Project. The Alternative Methods Demonstration Project gives covered 
entities a process to obtain approval to utilize a network of pharmacies or use a contract 
pharmacy to supplement an in-house pharmacy. Applications are approved based on 
their ability to provide effective methods to improve access to drug therapy and 
comprehensive pharmacy services for patients of the covered entity while protecting the 
program integrity with inventory and dispensing controls and ensuring statutory and 
program compliance. 

All small network of Walgreens would be selected as 340B contract pharmacies to 
provide convenient locations for patients and would serve as adjuncts to the existing 
County pharmacies. These pharmacies will be chosen based on zip codes of the patients 
to best serve their needs and reduce the workload in the hospital pharmacies. Because all 
Walgreens are linked to a central database, patient profiles are shared, giving our 
pharmacist a complete prescription record. For patients who do not have a convenient 
Walgreen retail location, mail service can be provided as another option. Using our 
prescription benefits manager, Walgreens Health Initiatives, provides the control of 
patients access and inventory management required of 340B programs. Inventory would 
be dispensed initially from Walgreens stock and replenished with 340B purchased 
medications and a dispensing initially from Walgreens for each prescription. 

Long Tenn 

Once the Alternative Methods Demonstration Project is established, Walgreens proposes 
acquiring the operation of the Cook County hospital outpatient phannacies. Acquisition 
of the phannacies would provide revenue to the County from the file purchase and 
subsequent lease agreements shift staffing responsibility, system maintenance and 
upgrade costs to Walgreens. Phannacy acquisition can also be chosen as the first option. 

A phannacy acquisition would involve: 

• Installing Walgreens proprietary phannacy system, Intercom Plus in each 
location. 

• Completing a full inventory and purchasing any non-340B inventory cost. 340B 
inventory will be counted and loaded into our 340B process for tracking. 

• Walgreens will acquire any fixtures including furniture, fixtures and equipment. 

• Employees will be invited to interview for the phannacy positions, and those 
hired will be employed as Walgreen employees and are subject to Walgreen 
hiring and employment policies and procedures. 

All Walgreens are linked to a central database with one record for each patient, regardless 
of the Walgreen location. Converting the existing pharmacies to Walgreen locations 
would provide a complete patient prescription record, improving patient care and 
medication compliance. 
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As an initial setup, I would suggest a small group from Walgreens visit the pharmacies to 
determine the best course of action and schedule strategy planning meetings with the 
appropriate County personnel.

AMENDMENT TO THE 

COOK COUNTY OVERTIME POLICY RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners is responsible for the establishment of an annual 
operating budget for Cook County Government; and 

WHEREAS, overtime expenses are budgeted in the County's annual appropriation bill; and 

WHEREAS, overtime expenditures increase as a result of many factors including but not limited to 
staffing shortages, emergencies and increased workload; and 

WHEREAS, while expenditures have increased in recent years, the administration has worked diligently 
in decreasing the total hours of overtime assigned and granted; and 

WHEREAS, the various County agencies, departments and bureaus are responsible for managing their 
overtime needs and expenses; and 

WHEREAS, each employee has a direct supervisor responsible for authorizing overtime expenditures; 
and 

WHEREAS, each department has financial staff overseeing expenditures; and 
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WHEREAS, there are legitimate reasons for overtime expenditures, e sp e cial l y in th e ar e as of public 
h e alth and public saf e ty such as providing adequate staffing to protect the public health and safety when 
there exists a severe, protracted nationwide shortage of essential licensed professionals to perform vital 
functions in the delivery of government services ; and 

WHEREAS, by ensuring that employees are not working excessive overtime, the potential for risk to 
employees, patients, detainees and others is diminished; and 

WHEREAS, in many instances, overtime rules are governed by collective bargaining agreements; and 

WHEREAS, many of these agreements stipulate that no employee shall be entitled to overtime before 
having worked a full week; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners seeks to further safeguard our employees, 
patients, detainees and others and to control overtime expenditures as much as possible. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners hereby 
establishes the following amended policy to guide overtime expenditures and to protect the employees, 
patients, detainees and citizens of Cook County: 

That all supervisors are required to provide a written report bi-monthly to their department head 
relative to staffing needs. This report shall detail the number of vacancies and their effect on 
operations as well as the expected overtime needs for the period of the report; and 

That all department heads, bureau chiefs and elected officials immediately assign a member(s) of 
their financial team to oversee overtime expenses and that this individual(s), along with an 
employee’s immediate supervisor, shall provide written authorization prior to an employee being 
assigned or granted overtime; and 

That this written authorization shall be forwarded to the department head, bureau chief and/or 
elected official on a bi-monthly basis; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that no Cook County employee shall be allowed to work more than 20 
hours in overtime in any seven day period with the exception of emergency situations where the bureau 
chief or elected official will be required to provide written authorization; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that in any one fiscal year no Cook County employee shall be allowed 
to work more than 624 hours (30% of 2080 full-time hours) in overtime with the exception of emergency 
situations where the bureau chief or elected official will be required to provide written authorization; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that in order to protect the public’s basic human riuht to quality health 
care, critical professional staffing positions in the Bureau of Health Services, including, but not limited to. 
nurses, pharmacists, and radiology technicians, that are currently experiencing a severe, protracted 
nationwide shortage of licensed professionals and subsequently causing an unsafe patient to professional 
ratio, shall be exempt from the requirements of this Resolution; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that these supervisors and managers are expected to adhere to this 
policy and will be held accountable for unauthorized overtime expenditures within their respective 
departments; and 
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BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the County's labor team is directed to address any matters 
pertaining to overtime during the negotiating process and make recommendations that ensure fairness to 
both the County’s employees and taxpayers. 

This amended policy shall go into effect immediately upon passage.

WHEREAS, the Bureau of Health Services’ failure to recruit a Phannacy Director, supervisory staff and 
phannacists to fill twenty-four vacant positions has resulted in a perilous patient to phannacist ratio that 
will only worsen as the prescription volume continues to soar beyond the estimated 3.8 million 
prescriptions to be dispensed in 2005; and 

WHEREAS, although the Cook County Mail Order Phannacy Refill Program has greatly improved 
pharmacy service for our chronically ill patients, patients receiving short-term prescriptions requiring 
immediate care still face unnecessary and sometimes dangerous delays in receiving their prescription 
medications; and 
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WHEREAS, as one of the largest public health care networks in the country, the Bureau of Health 
Services should serve as a leader in giving every patient the basic human right to quality health care and 
treat them with the dignity and respect they deserve. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Chief of the Bureau of Human Resources and the 
Chief of the Bureau of Health Services are directed to conduct an annual Pharmacist Salary Survey, 
comparing the Bureau of Health Services’ pharmacist salary rates with those in the private sector, and to

Your Committee on Finance of the Board of Commissioners of Cook County met pursuant to notice for a 
public hearing on Thursday, June 30, 2005, at the hour of 10:00 A.M. in the Board Room, Room 569, 
County Building, 118 North Clark Street, Chicago, Illinois. 

Your Committee has considered the following item and, upon adoption of this report, the 
recommendation is as follows: 

271496 COUNTY TREASURER, Maria Pappas, transmitting a Communication: 

Pursuant to 50 ILCS 345/1 et seq., the Treasurer’s Office is seeking approval to offer credit 
card payment services to the taxpayers of Cook County. The Treasurer’s Office respectfully 
requests that the County Board hold the requisite public hearing to determine whether the 
acceptance of credit card payments to satisfy real property tax obligations is in the best 
interests of the citizens and governmental administration of Cook County. 

A third-party service provider can offer this service to the taxpayers of Cook County at no 
cost to the County. Cardholders who choose to pay by credit card would incur a convenience 
fee for the service. The convenience fee would wholly offset the costs of processing the 
transaction and be paid directly to the service provider. For purposes of real estate tax 
collections, the payment of multiple tax bills in a single transaction is prohibited. 

*Referred to the Committee on Finance on 06/07/05. 

Chairman Daley asked the Secretary to the Board to read the notice of the public hearing into the record. 

Chairman Daley asked Secretary Harris if anyone had registered to testify at this public hearing. 
Secretary Harris replied no individuals had registered to testify. Chairman Daley then asked if anyone 
present wished to testify. Hearing none, Chairman Daley proceeded with the item on the agenda, a 
request from the Treasurer’s Office seeking approval to offer credit card payment services to satisfy real 
property tax obligations. Commissioner Quigley voiced his support for the credit card payment services. 
He stated that he has received numerous requests for such services. Commissioner Quigley further stated 
that the services provide flexibility, options and convenience. 

Commissioner Suffredin inquired whether the Treasurer’s request to hold a public hearing is the proper 
way to be done. 

Patrick Driscoll, Deputy State’s Attorney, Chief, Civil Actions Bureau, responded in the affirmative. 

Commissioner Suffredin inquired who would be responsible for paying the credit card usage fee to the 
credit card company. 

Mr. Driscoll replied that the credit card holder would be responsible for this fee. 

Commissioner Suffredin inquired what would be the best method to inform the public about the fee. 

Mr. Driscoll recommended that a notice be included with each tax bill; this notice should specify that the 
fee will vary depending upon the interest rate assigned to each person’s credit card. 
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Commissioner Suffredin inquired whether this item indicates that the Treasurer’s Office would be 
responsible for issuing these notices. 

Mr. Driscoll replied that this has yet to be determined, but that the Treasurer’s Office most likely would 
be responsible for the issuance of a notice. 

Commissioner Suffredin inquired, under this item, whether a person would have the option of using a 
debit card to pay his tax bill. 

Mr. Driscoll replied in the negative. Fie requested that Robert Benjamin, Communications Director, 
Treasurer’s Office, further respond to this question. 

Mr. Benjamin replied in the negative. 

Commissioner Suffredin stated that debit cards are often used by the public. He requested that Mr. 
Benjamin review this option. 

Mr. Benjamin replied that the Treasurer’s Office would examine this option for the future. 

Commissioner Sims lauded the fact that these services provide the option of paying one’s tax bill via the 
Internet. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired how much the Treasurer’s Office collects yearly in late payment fees. 

Mr. Benjamin replied approximately $30 million. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired how these services would impact the collection of late fees. 

Mr. Benjamin replied that while he has worked with other jurisdictions to determine such an impact, the 
discussions have proved inconclusive. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired why the Treasurer’s Office does not allow credit card holders to pay for 
multiple lots in one transaction. He noted that the Statute does not contain this restriction. 

Mr. Benjamin replied that this restriction would ensure more simple, clean and easily tracked 
transactions. 

Commissioner Peraica noted that this restriction would result in both additional expenses for the credit 
card holders and additional fees collected by the credit card companies. 

Mr. Benjamin concurred. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired whether the Treasurer’s Office currently accepts only one check per lot. 
Mr. Benjamin replied in the affirmative. 

Commissioner Peraica asked how long this has been in effect. 

Mr. Benjamin replied for several years. 
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Commissioner Peraica cited Section 345/25b of the Statute, which limits the amount of fees that Cook 
County can impose. He inquired how the Treasurer’s Office would work within this framework. He also 
inquired whether this is a point of negotiation. 

Mr. Driscoll replied that he would defer to Mr. Benjamin on this question. 

Mr. Benjamin stated that he had no further information. 

Commissioner Peraica asked whether the project will be put out to bid. 

Mr. Benjamin replied: The Treasurer’s Office will not have enough time to issue and review RFP’s to 
meet the second installment tax deadline. In order to meet this deadline, the Treasurer’s Office would 
like to attach itself to the current Government Payment Services (GPS) contract for bail payments. The 
Treasurer’s Office plans to have a new contract in place in time for the first installment of 2006. 

Chairman Daley advised that it would be best not to discuss anything which might affect the Treasurer’s 
Office’s negotiations, especially since representatives from GPS were in the audience. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired whether the Office of the Treasurer is adhering to the statutory 
requirements. 

Mr. Driscoll noted that a home rule ordinance would take precedence over the Statute, but that he knows 
of no such ordinance and, therefore, the Statute would control the process. 

Commissioner Silvestri voiced his support of the credit card payment services. He requested that Mr. 
Driscoll submit in writing to the Board before the next Board meeting how the Statute addresses the 
convenience fee question. He inquired how feasible it is to have the services implemented by the second 
installment. He further inquired whether these services are only available to individuals, or whether they 
are also available to multi tax paying entities. 

Mr. Benjamin replied that it is feasible to have the services operational by the beginning of the second 
installment. He stated that this assertion is based on various discussions. He further stated that the 
services are available to multi tax paying entities, provided they process each payment as an individual 
transaction. 

Commissioner Maldonado voiced his support of this item. He asserted that, on a percentage basis, there 
is no difference between paying for lots separately and paying for them all together. 

Mr. Benjamin concurred. He further stated that a third party could utilize credit card payment services. 

Commissioner Maldonado gave an example of the severe limits of the Statute: The County could not 
charge 2% on a tax bill of $3,000. 

Mr. Benjamin clarified that the County would not charge anything; this charge would be applied by the 
credit suppliers. 

Commissioner Maldonado inquired whether the credit suppliers/collectors would be bound by the Statute. 
Mr. Driscoll replied in the affirmative. 
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Commissioner Maldonado suggested that this aspect of the Statute needs to be resolved before going sole 
source. 

Commissioner Peraica stated that he needed to correct an erroneous statement that he had made earlier in 
the meeting. He cited Statute 345/25b of the Local Governmental Acceptance of Credit Card Act. He 
further stated that, regarding real estate, the late fee must be the lower of $40 or 3% of the principal. 

Commissioner Gorman voiced her support of the Treasurer’s request. 

Commissioner Quigley, seconded by Commissioner Silvestri, moved the approval of 
Communication No. 271496. The motion carried. Commissioner Butler voted no. 

Commissioner Silvestri moved to adjourn the meeting, seconded by Commissioner Maldonado. 
The motion carried and the meeting was adjourned.

Your Committee on Finance of the Board of Commissioners of Cook County met pursuant to notice on 
Thursday, June 30, 2005 at the hour of 1:00 P.M. in the Board Room, Room 569, County Building, 118 
North Clark Street, Chicago, Illinois, to consider transfers of funds between accounts, as requested by 
various departments of County government. 

Chairman Daley announced an agenda has been distributed which outlines the order of consideration of 
the transfer of funds. 

Commissioner Suffredin referred to Tab Q of Volume II (Supplemental Data) and inquired whether new 
personnel have been hired on an emergency-only basis or whether terminations have resulted in additional 
funds which were utilized to hire additional personnel. 

Mark Kilgallon, Chief, Bureau of Human Resources, replied: The only criterion for hiring has been 
critical need. There is no correlation between terminations and new hires. The 112 critical need positions 
under the Bureau of Health Services have been mostly nurses, doctors, technicians and pharmacists. The 
terminations include personnel who have resigned or retired. 

Commissioner Quigley voiced his approval that significant overtime appropriations were budgeted at the 
beginning of the fiscal year. He voiced concern that overtime should be reduced. He inquired as to the 
overtime percentage of initial funds. 

Donna Dunnings, Director of the Department of Budget and Management Services stated she would 
provide this figure. 

Commissioner Quigley stated that surplus items of over four years duration should be transferred, and 
that longstanding vacant positions should be eliminated. 

Ms. Dunnings replied: These were budget objectives and would continue to be budget objectives for the 
Fiscal Year 2006 Budget. Hard-to-recruit, specialty positions, such as those under the Bureau of Health 
Services, were not considered for elimination, nor would they be considered for elimination in the Fiscal 
Year 2006 Budget. 

Commissioner Quigley inquired whether a countywide audit is currently being conducted. 

Mr. Kilgallon replied: The Bureau of Human Resources is conducting no audits. The Sheriffs Office, 
however, is currently being audited. The Offices of all elected officials are scheduled to be audited. Mr. 
Kilgallon agreed to provide projected time lines for these audits; the audit of the Sheriffs Office is 
expected to take one year. A yearly review of each position is conducted by elected officials as well as 
by the bureaus and departments under the Office of the President. 

Mr. Kilgallon stated that, per his discussion with Industrial Engineers, to conduct a staffing needs audit of 
all elected officials’ offices as specified by the Board would cost over $1 million. 

Chairman Daley inquired whether this audit would require outside personnel. 

Mr. Kilgallon replied in the affirmative. 

Vice Chairman Steele voiced concern that the reduction of overtime has impacted the ability of some of 
the County's health facilities to render care, including specialty care.

Commissioner Peraica requested that Dr. Daniel H. Winship, Chief, Bureau of Health Services, detail the 
allocation of overtime funds. 


Dr. Winship replied: A budget for one-half year was developed; funds were allocated for vacant positions 
and then accrued if those positions were not filled. The Bureau is reducing this practice and is budgeting 
more accurately for expected line item expenditures. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired how many vacant positions there are in the Bureau of Health Services. 

Dr. Winship replied approximately 400. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired how many phannacists have been hired. 

Dr. Winship replied two; he stated that although there has been a concerted effort to hire phannacists, the 
County’s non-competitive salaries are problematic. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired why funds are not reallocated to make the pharmacy salaries more 
competitive. 

Dr. Winship replied that such a plan is under development and will require approximately three more 
months to complete. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired how many of the 48 hired positions at Provident Hospital of Cook County 
and Stroger Hospital of Cook County are nurses. 

Dr. Winship replied that he did not know that number. He added that the nursing positions are not 
exceptionally difficult to fill because the County’s nurse salaries are fairly competitive. 

Commissioner Peraica voiced concern over the prohibitive cost of consultation services and nursing 
registries. 

Dr. Winship stated that he is working to address this issue. 

Commissioner Suffredin inquired whether any emergency warranting overtime has arisen that has not 
been covered by the existing exemption. 

Dr. Winship replied in the negative. 
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Commissioner Suffredin asked whether the transfers are budget neutral. 

Dr. Winship replied in the affirmative. 

Commissioner Suffredin inquired whether the Bureau could negotiate higher salaries for incoming 
phannacists. 

Dr. Winship replied that the union contract for all pharmacists would have to be renegotiated and that this 
would cause a ripple effect among the other specialists. 

In response to Commissioner Suffredin’s suggestion, Dr. Winship confirmed that his Bureau is recruiting 
phannacy technicians from high school training programs, and is considering implementing a higher ratio 
of phannacy technicians to phannacists. 

Commissioner Collins suggested that legislation be pursued that would allow pharmacists to oversee a 
higher number of phannacy technicians. She also stated that the Bureau of Flealth Services needs to 
recruit more nursing assistants. 

Commissioner Maldonado requested that Dr. Winship provide the Board with the total number of 
vacancies, calculated as follows: the number of vacancies specified in the Fiscal Year 2005 Budget in 
addition to mid-year vacancies and new hires. 

Dr. Winship agreed to provide this infonnation. 

Commissioner Maldonado inquired whether the Bureau hires licensed practical nurses. 

Dr. Winship replied in the affirmative; he noted that LPNs are about as difficult to recruit as registered 
nurses because there is a large shortage of LPNs. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired whether the 112 new hires stated in the transfer of funds materials is 
actually 96 when the 16 new hires under the Office of the President are discounted. 

Dr. Winship replied in the affirmative. He added that the 43 new hires listed under the Office of the 
President should be discounted as well, so that the actual number of new hires under of the Bureau of 
Health Sendees is approximately 53. 

Chairman Daley inquired whether Dr. Winship is confident that, with these transfers, the Bureau of 
Health Services could stay on budget. 

Dr. Winship replied in the affirmative.

WHEREAS, the 2000 Census determined that minorities account for 52.4 percent of the 
population of Cook County; and 

WHEREAS, minority-owned businesses with paid employees constitute only 14.5 percent of 
the total number of firms, 2.9 percent of total business sales and receipts, 4.8 percent of total 
employees, and 3.6 percent of total payroll in Cook County, according to the 1997 Economic 
Census; and 

WHEREAS, women-owned businesses with paid employees constitute only 16 percent of 
the total number of firms, 4.1 percent of total business sales and receipts, 7.7 percent of total 
employees, and 5.7 percent of total payroll in Cook County, according to the 1997 Economic 
Census; and 

WHEREAS, this dramatic under-representation of minorities and women in the economic 
life of Cook County is a serious socioeconomic problem; and 
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WHEREAS, the certification of women and minority business enterprises was originally 
established in order to help women and minority-owned businesses by increasing their 
opportunities and ending the disparity in contracts awarded to women and minority-owned 
businesses; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners rightly enacted the Cook County 
Minority Business Enterprise/Women's Business Enterprise Ordinance to address the 
problem of low minority and women-owned business participation; and 

WHEREAS, abuse in the County's minority and women-owned business assistance programs 
harms those minority and women-owned businesses which abide by the rules and should be 
the legitimate beneficiaries of the Cook County Minority Business Enterprise/Women’s 
Business Enterprise Ordinance; and 

WHEREAS, recently a sub-contract with a county certified minority business was found by a 
federal magistrate to serve no “commercially useful” function and has exposed the County to 
lawsuits; and 

WHEREAS, other local government bodies, such as Maricopa County, Arizona, have 
detennined that it is better to outsource their MBE/WBE certification programs because 
outsourcing is more cost effective, non-politicized, and objective. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that an outside, independent, audit of all prime 
contractors who have subcontractors participating in the MBE/WBE program contract s be 
conducted to determine the legitimacy of their current MBE/WBE status, and the degree to 
which the prime contractors are adhering to their subcontractor obligations in accordance 
with the rules of the MBE/WBE program ; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the County should immediately begin the process of 
outsourcing the certification of MBE/WBE contractors through a competitive bid process and 
that the sole function of the Cook County Office of Contract Compliance should be to 
monitor certified MBE/WBE's compliance with the MBE/WBE program including 
performing periodic site visits to MBE/WBE business locations, verifying prime contractor 
contractual obligations to subcontractors, and expanding the vendor outreach program .

Colette Holt, Attorney at Law and MBE/WBE Consultant, delivered the following status update of the 
project to propose an interim ordinance in construction for women and minority business enterprise 
participation: 

During the past three months she and her team have completed a substantial portion of the project: The 
review of other governments, trial records and evidence is completed. The legal standards section is also 
completed. She has begun to draft recommendations and is presently working on a proposed ordinance. 
The only remaining area is to determine the utilization of women and minority-owned firms on the 
County’s construction contracts, since the construction program was enjoined by the federal courts in 
2000. Her team has identified a partial solution to the problem, including software programs designed to 
gather information. These software programs interface with accounts, payroll and purchasing. Hopefully 
the County will be able to easily provide an electronic format of the desired reports. Her team conducted 
a demo session the week prior to last and a proposal has been drafted. Her team will examine this 
proposal, as will the Office of Contract Compliance and the County’s MIS Department. She hopes to 
complete the entire project within the next several weeks. 
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Commissioner Quigley inquired how other minority groups, such as Asian Americans and Arab 
Americans, might be included in the Ordinance. 

Ms. Holt replied: Judge Moran found that the City of Chicago had enough evidence to warrant a race and 
gender conscious program. Judge Moran specifically noted the dearth of statistical and anecdotal 
information concerning Asian American contractors in construction. The census data did not separate out 
Asians. Nor was the City of Chicago able to locate an Asian American contractor to testify at the trial. 
Judge Moran noted in his decision that he was concerned about this situation. Given the litigious nature 
of this issue, the City decided to follow the federal model which provides for individualized consideration 
for race discrimination; cases are made to the purchasing agent through the certification process. This 
certification lasts three years and is not granted on a project basis. The only difference between this 
program and a race and gender conscious program is that in the former, certain groups (which exist in the 
City’s Ordinance) are not presumed to be socially disadvantaged. This can be rebuffed on an individual 
basis. Approximately 16 of 17 Asian American firms successfully recertified under individual 
consideration. This same procedure is open to Arab Americans and to everyone else. 

Commissioner Quigley inquired whether the presence of Asian American discrimination in the City 
implies Asian American discrimination in the County. 

Ms. Holt replied that in her work drafting the City’s Ordinance, she was following the findings of a 
federal judge. The County, however, could conduct a disparity study and determine, based on evidence 
that Asian Americans are discriminated against. The County could then include provisions for this in its 
ordinance. If the County were to conduct a disparity which met the legal requirements, no group would 
need to be excluded. No data source however, including the Federal Reserve and the census, separates 
out Arab Americans. Testimony alone, however, might prove sufficient for the inclusion of Arab 
Americans in the Ordinance. 

Commissioner Quigley inquired whether Arab Americans and Asian Americans who have been the 
subject of discrimination can contact Ms. Holt. 

Ms. Holt replied that she is not conducting a disparity study for the County and therefore she is not 
soliciting testimony or new evidence at this time. 

Chairman Steele stated that if anyone wishes to testify before this Committee they are welcome to do so. 

Commissioner Quigley voiced his support for the inclusion of specific groups in the interim ordinance, 
and then conducting a disparity study to determine whether these groups should be included on a 
continuing basis. 

Ms. Holt noted that the federal government does not keep any statistics on businesses by race and gender, 
and that this makes disparity studies difficult and expensive. 

Commissioner Goslin inquired whether this interim ordinance would address only construction contracts 
or other contracts as well. 

Ms. Holt replied: This interim ordinance relates only to construction contracts. The impetus for this 
interim ordinance was the federal injunction. The drastic reduction of contracts and especially sub¬ 
contracts assigned to women and minority-owned vendors is sufficient evidence for interim relief. 

Commissioner Goslin inquired whether a larger goal is to examine the entire program. 
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Commissioner Steele stated that she hopes to accomplish such an overarching examination. 

Ms. Holt made the distinction that the construction industry is much more litigious than areas of 
commodities and goods and services. 

Commissioner Goslin requested that Ms. Holt define a “disparity study.” 

Ms. Holt replied that a disparity study examines discrimination in the private and public sector against 
women and minority businesses. It is designed to meet the strict constitutional test that the federal courts 
use for race and gender conscious programs. 

Commissioner Maldonado inquired whether the Asian Community will be included in the MBE 
Ordinance. 

Ms. Holt replied in the affirmative. 

Commissioner Maldonado noted that when the Ordinance was struck down by the Court, minority 
participation went down to 1% per minority group. 

Commissioner Daley asked Ms. Holt to confirm that she is not conducting a disparity study, and that the 
interim Ordinance pertains only to construction contracts. 

Ms. Holt confirmed this. 

Commissioner Peraica asked that Ms. Holt provide the Board with a time frame for this project. 

Ms. Holt replied that she hopes to complete the project within several weeks. She noted that the County’s 
lack of an electronic record keeping system has presented sizeable difficulty; the manual system is error 
prone and time-consuming. She emphasized the need for an electronic system. 

Chairman Steele voiced concern that there is no record keeping system in place for contracts under 
$25,000 which are not approved by the Board. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired whether Ms. Holt would be making any formal recommendations 
regarding the technological advancements that Cook County needs to achieve. 

Ms. Holt replied the following: The acquisition of technology will be the first and most important 
recommendation. Technological advancement would make disparity studies less costly and is necessary 
for successful monitoring. In particular, the County needs a way to track subcontractor relationships. 
Counties throughout the country are not advanced in terms of affirmative action programs; therefore, her 
team is not investigating them in terms of technological models. However, her team recently attended a 
demo session of another government’s system that was very promising. The City of Chicago is 
investigating the same technology packages. 

Ms. Holt specified that the proposed ordinance will require subcontractors to keep demographic records 
and will extend audit authority back 5 years. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired what the other major recommendations will be. 
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Ms Holt replied that the recommendations will address program eligibility; goal setting; and data 
collection. She further stated that the report will incorporate legal support to protect the County against 
litigation. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired how well the County presently could defend itself against litigation given 
its manual record keeping system. 

Ms. Holt replied that the County could conduct a long discovery process to obtain manual data and could 
also utilize data from after the Ordinance was enacted; therefore the County could possibly mount a 
successful defense. 

Commissioner Maldonado offered the following explanation of the amended proposal: It will allow for 
additional staff to enable the Contract Compliance Office to monitor prime contractors as pertains to their 
subcontracting activity. 

Chairman Steele clarified that while additional staff would improve monitoring, thus far no problem has 
been encountered as pertains to monitoring. 

Commissioner Quigley stated that not-for-profit organizations exist to perform certification; he also cited 
Fortune 500 corporations and governmental entities that outsource their certification processes. 

Chairman Steele noted that some of Commissioner Quigley’s research may be outdated. 

Ms. Holt replied that corporations, unlike governmental entities, do not have to meet strict constitutional 
scrutiny. The County has reciprocal arrangements with numerous other governmental entities; this 
however is not outsourcing. It is, however, a model in that one government creates a model that other 
governments follow. 

Commissioner Maldonado voiced the concern that outsourcing might lead to the dismantling of the 
County’s Contract Compliance Office. 

Commissioner Peraica stated that he believes that there is sufficient staff in the Contract Compliance 
Office, but they do not have the necessary data. 

Betty Hancock Perry, Contract Compliance Administrator, Office of Contract Compliance replied: Her 
Office does not have 900 minority and women business enterprises subcontracts, but rather has 900 
company listings. As a result of the April 13, 2005 Contract Compliance meeting, her Office has taken 
the following steps: 

The Office has reviewed the certification and recertification processes and procedures. The staff has been 
restructured. Checks and balances have been implemented. Individual staff are now assigned monitoring 
responsibility for those contracts they review. Training sessions have been held to review new 
procedures. These procedures will be implemented within two weeks. Her Office has reviewed the new 
Schedule A application that was developed and implemented by the City of Chicago. Her Office has 
implemented additional City requirements into the Office’s Schedule A requirements. The staff has 
attended City training sessions on Schedule A applications. Her Office has reviewed the certification 
processes of Columbus, Houston, Tampa and Maricopa County, Arizona. Her Office has identified that 
the certification processes of these governmental entities utilize the same information that her Office 
reviews.

She stated that her Office opposes the outsourcing of the certification and recertification processes. Fler 
recommendation is that the County provide her Office with additional staff and technology. 

Ms. Hancock Perry provided clarification regarding the steps a vendor takes to become certified. 

Commissioner Peraica inquired how many of the listed subcontractors have contracts. 

Ms. Hancock Perry stated that her Office provides to the Board, on a semi-annual basis, information 
regarding which businesses have worked on County contracts, and the dollar amount that they have 
received. She further stated that every two weeks approximately 25 to 30 contracts are awarded. She 
enumerated the multiple responsibilities each of her staff has. 

Commissioner Quigley inquired what organizations are included in the reciprocal arrangement. 

Ms. Hancock Perry replied that these organizations are either not-for-profits or governmental agencies. 

Chairman Steele stated that sometimes a business will have been certified by another governmental 
agency, but in the meantime will have been de-certified. This is why the Office of Contract Compliance 
now requires every business to certify with the County. 

Ms. Hancock Perry noted the following: There is no fee for certification. The County conducts a class to 
guide businesses through the certification process. Certification lasts for one year. 

Commissioner Maldonado requested that Ms. Hancock Perry supply the Board with the percentage of 
applicants that are denied certification. 

Ms. Hancock Perry agreed to provide this. She also stated that while, prior to the April 13, 2005 meeting, 
only 3 persons on her staff were certifying businesses, now the entire staff is being trained to do 
certification. Further, Ms. Hancock Perry stated that her Office has determined that its staff must conduct 
more site visits of subcontractors. 

Chairman Steele stated that the Board most likely will need to provide additional travel funds to the 
Office of Contract Compliance for travel. 

Commissioner Maldonado inquired what steps Ms. Hancock Perry’s Office is taking to curtail the 
practice of prime vendors exploiting subcontractors. 

Ms. Hancock Perry replied that her Department has just begun a review of the monitoring practice. She 
stated that, currently, her Office contacts both the contractor and the subcontractor to elicit payment 
information. Usually, however, responses from subcontractors are not forthcoming unless there is a 
problem. If a subcontractor claims they are being exploited, an investigation ensues. 

Commissioner Maldonado stated two areas of concern: When a subcontractor does not reveal that it is 
being exploited because it is afraid that it will not be used in the future by the prime contractor. And 
when the subcontractor does not believe it will actually be reimbursed for payments not made. 

Commissioner Maldonado, seconded by Commissioner Moreno, moved to defer Communication

Your Stroger and Cermak Hospitals Subcommittee of the Board of Commissioners of Cook County met 
pursuant to notice for a public hearing on Tuesday, June 28, 2005 at the hour of 10:00 A.M. in Meeting 
Room #2, Lower Level of Stroger Hospital of Cook County, 1901 West Harrison, Chicago, Illinois.

Chairman Maldonado thanked all of the public speakers for taking the time to come out and testify at the 
public hearing. 

Chairman Maldonado stated that in the past no one has complained about Cook County’s quality of care, 
but everyone knows that there are some problems. What we heard from the public speakers’ statements is 
that there are problems within the pharmacy management system, and there are issues with customer 
service within the pharmacy. These customer service issues also exist throughout the County clinic 
system both inside and outside of the hospital. Further, Chairman Maldonado stated that what the 
Commissioners want the Administration to hear is that there is a pharmacy management system that is not 
working properly and that needs to be addressed; and it is time that the Administration starts to identify 
some solutions. Everyone on the County Board is willing to be responsive and supportive of the 
proposed solutions that will come from the Administration. Chairman Maldonado stated that for many 
years the County Board has not been told the truth regarding the problems with the pharmacy and because 
the truth has not been told, some of these issues have gotten out-of-control. In closing, Chairman 
Maldonado stated that he will be introducing two Ordinances, one of the Ordinances will be to restore the 
overtime for Phannacists and the second Ordinance will be to increase the salary of the Pharmacists. 

Chairman Maldonado stated that he is disappointed with the Administration because when he was 
scheduling the public hearing, he wanted to have the meeting in the first floor conference room. 
However, the Chairman was told that it was blocked using the excuse that it would become a security 
issue. Therefore, he was told that as a substitute, the meeting could be held in the Administration 
Building or in the Hektoen Building. The Chairman further stated that this was a tactic to try to dissuade 
the patients from coming or from candidly telling the Commissioners how they feel about the pharmacy 
system. 

Commissioner Silvestri stated that the one thing that bothered him the most about the hearing was the 
testimony regarding the culture of what goes on at the hospital. He cited the commentary that "if it’s 
free" you should not complain because as we all know there is no such thing as a "free lunch” or a “free 
prescription.” Further, Commissioner Silvestri stated that he hopes that the Administration will work 
very diligently to talk to staffs who work in the system to try to ascertain the severity of the morale and 
the attitude that is shown to patients. He further stated that everyone should be respected no matter what 
their socio-economic background is and most certainly the staff that works at the hospital should be 
respected. Everyone should work together to make the Hospital a better place. In conclusion, 
Commissioner Silvestri stated that the Commissioners or the Administration cannot solve the problem 
that the pharmacy is facing by thinking in traditional ways. He stated that the pharmacy is not a traditional 
place like Walgreen’s or CVS. It is a very unique place that is going to need unique and creative 
measures to make it better. In closing. Commissioner Silvestri stated that there has to be a way that Cook 
County can work with the Federal Government and through Congressional Legislation to change the laws 
so that these patients are able to go to their local pharmacies and receive the same benefits as they receive 
here at Stroger Hospital of Cook County. Further, Commissioner Silvestri stated that the County should 
be working with the private pharmacies to make some type of arrangement so that these patients can 
receive their prescriptions in the neighborhoods where they live. 
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Commissioner Steele stated that the patients should be informed about the options available to them, and 
doctors should inform their patients about alternative methods to receiving their medication. 
Commissioner Steele further stated that there is no reason why any employee of Stroger Hospital of Cook 
County should demonstrate a lack of respect for patients; this should be emphasized and made a priority. 
She also stated that the telephone system is a disgrace, a fact that she has brought up previously in the 
Stroger Hospital of Cook County meeting. She suggested that there should be a system that monitors all 
in-coming calls and records how long it takes an employee to answer that call. Regarding the staff 
shortage, she stated that something must be done to accommodate the current staff. 

Commissioner Steele stated that some of the positions that were cut during the FY 2005 Budget need to 
be restored, and the Hospital Administration needs to stand up to the County Board and tell the Board the 
truth about what they need to run the hospital in a more efficient way. In conclusion, Commissioner 
Steele stated that the employees of the hospital should be made aware that the hospital will be holding 
customer service training and that attendance is mandatory. 

Commissioner Peraica stated that the problem at the hospital rests with President Stroger, the 
Commissioners and Dr. Winship. Commissioner Peraica stated that $300,000.00 was spent to have 
consultants prepare a study on janitorial problems at Stroger Hospital of Cook County, and that those 
funds could have been used to pay prevailing rates to the pharmacists who are under-paid according to 
industry standards. 

Commissioner Collins stated that she was grateful for the education she had received at the meeting from 
the patients. Further, Commissioner Collins stated that she will be meeting with the Hospital 
Administration to discuss workable solutions to some of the problems that the patients mentioned at the 
meeting. 

Commissioner Butler stated that when he suggested to Chairman Maldonado to have the meeting at the 
hospital subsequent to having the meeting at the County Board, he stated that he had the following things 
in mind: that all of the parties should be involved and talk about the problems that are occurring at 
Stroger Hospital Phannacy; that this is not just an Administrative problem but a problem of the entire 
Board because it is a County Hospital; and that everyone on the Board should take responsibility for it. 
Further, Commissioner Butler stated that the County Commissioners individually are limited in what they 
are able to do because it takes at least nine Commissioners to pass an item. In conclusion, Commissioner 
Butler stated that anyone who has concerns as to what is happening at Stroger Hospital of Cook County 
should come to the County Board meetings and be vocal to those Commissioners who get the headlines 
when they speak about “Reform Government” but who are not willing to raise taxes. Commissioner 
Butler concluded by saying that the only things that the Commissioners can raise are fees and taxes in 
order to make sure those employees are paid. 

Commissioner Daley thanked Chairman Maldonado for holding the meeting. He stated that he had 
learned a lot by listening to the patients. Further, Commissioner Daley stated that he would like to thank 
the nurses for working under tough conditions. Commissioner Daley stated that in reference to the 
Overtime Policy Resolution, there is a clause in the resolution that states that there is an exemption in 
case of an emergency, and that the emergency clause should be looked at closely. In conclusion, 
Commissioner Daley stated that what has occurred at Stroger Hospital of Cook County is failure to 
communicate, and the Administration is willing to work with the County Board and the patients to resolve 
the problem.

WHEREAS, pursuant to Section 6(a) of Article VII of the 1970 Constitution of the State of Illinois, The 
County of Cook, Illinois, is a political subdivision and a home rule unit of government duly organized and 
validly existing under the Constitution and the laws of the State of Illinois (the “County”); and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to Section 10 of Article VII of the 1970 Constitution of the State of Illinois and the 
Intergovernmental Cooperation Act (5 Illinois Compiled Statutes 2002, 220/1 et seq., as supplemented 
and amended), public agencies may exercise and enjoy with any other public agency in the State of 
Illinois any power, privilege or authority which may be exercised by such public agency individually, 
and, accordingly, it is now determined that it is necessary, desirable and in the public interest for the 
County to enter into an Intergovernmental Cooperation Agreement (the “Cooperation Agreement”) dated 
as of April 1, 2005, by and among the County and certain other units of local government named therein 
(the “Units”), to aid in providing an adequate supply of safe, decent and sanitary residential housing for 
low and moderate income persons and families in such Units (the “Program”); and 
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WHEREAS, to provide for the Program, the City of Aurora, Kane, DuPage, Will and Kendall Counties, 
Illinois (the “Issuer”), proposes to issue, sell and deliver its Collateralized Single Family Mortgage 
Revenue Bonds, Series 2005-A in an aggregate principal amount not to exceed $300,000,000 (the 
“Bonds”) in one or more series to obtain funds to finance the acquisition of mortgage-backed securities 
(the “GNMA Securities”) of the Government National Mortgage Association (“GNMA”), evidencing a 
guarantee by GNMA of timely payment, the acquisition of mortgage-backed securities (the “FNMA 
Securities”) of the Federal National Mortgage Association (“FNMA”), evidencing a guarantee by FNMA 
of timely payment, and the acquisition of mortgage-backed securities (the “FHLMC Securities”) of the 
Federal Home Loan Mortgage Corporation (“FHLMC”), evidencing a guarantee by FHLMC of timely 
payment, of monthly principal of and interest on certain qualified mortgage loans under the Program (the 
“Mortgage Loans”), on behalf of the County and the other Units all under and in accordance with the 
Constitution and the laws of the State of Illinois; and 

WHEREAS, a notice of combined public hearing with respect to the plan of finance of the costs of the 
Program through the issuance of the Bonds has been published in The Chicago Tribune, a newspaper of 
general circulation in the County, pursuant to Section 147(f) of the Internal Revenue Code of 1986, as 
amended (the “Code”), on March 18, 2005, and appropriately designated hearing officers of the City of 
Aurora, Kane, DuPage, Will and Kendall Counties, Illinois, the City of Champaign, Champaign County, 
Illinois, the City of East Moline, Rock Island County, Illinois, and the City of Collinsville, Madison and 
St. Clair Counties, Illinois, have conducted said combined public hearing on April 8, 2005; and 

WHEREAS, a form of the Cooperation Agreement has been presented to and is before this meeting. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the County Board of The County of Cook, Illinois, as 
follows: 

Section 1. That it is the finding and declaration of the County Board of the County 

that the issuance of the Bonds by the Issuer is advantageous to the County, as set forth in the preamble to 
this authorizing ordinance, and therefore serves a valid public purpose; that this authorizing ordinance is 
adopted pursuant to the Constitution and the laws of the State of Illinois, and more particularly Section 
6(a) of Article VII of the 1970 Constitution of the State of Illinois, Section 10 of Article VII of the 1970 
Constitution of the State of Illinois and the Intergovernmental Cooperation Act; and that, by the adoption 
of this authorizing ordinance, the County Board of the County hereby approves the issuance of the Bonds 
for the purposes as provided in the preamble hereto, the text hereof and the notice of public hearing 
referred to in the preamble hereto, which notice is hereby incorporated herein by reference, and the 
conduct of the combined public hearing referred to in the preamble hereto, which public approval shall 
satisfy the provisions of Section 147(f) of the Code. 

Section 2. That the fonn, terms and provisions of the proposed Cooperation Agreement be, 
and they are hereby, in all respects approved; that the President of the County Board of the County be, 
and is hereby, authorized, empowered and directed to execute, and the County Clerk of the County be, 
and is hereby, authorized, empowered and directed to attest and to affix the official seal of the County to, 
the Cooperation Agreement in the name and on behalf of the County, and thereupon to cause the 
Cooperation Agreement to be delivered to the other Units; that the Cooperation Agreement is to be in 
substantially the fonn presented to and before this meeting and hereby approved or with such changes 
therein as shall be approved by the officer of the County executing the Cooperation Agreement, his or her 
execution thereof to constitute conclusive evidence of his or her approval of any and all changes or 
revisions therein from the fonn of Cooperation Agreement before this meeting; that from and after the 
execution and delivery of the Cooperation Agreement, the officers, officials, agents and employees of the 
County are hereby authorized, empowered and directed to do all such acts and things and to execute all 
such documents as may be necessary to carry out and comply with the provisions of the Cooperation 
Agreement as executed; and that the Cooperation Agreement shall constitute and is hereby made a part of 
this authorizing ordinance, and a copy of the Cooperation Agreement shall be placed in the official 
records of the County, and shall be available for public inspection at the principal office of the County. 
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Section 3. That the President of the County Board, the County Clerk and the proper officers, 
officials, agents and employees of the County are hereby authorized, empowered and directed to do all 
such acts and things and to execute all such documents and certificates as may be necessary to carry out 
and comply with the provisions of the Cooperation Agreement and to further the purposes of this 
authorizing ordinance, including the preamble to this authorizing ordinance. 

Section 4. That all acts of the officers, officials, agents and employees of the County 
heretofore or hereafter taken, which are in confonnity with the purposes of this authorizing ordinance and 
in furtherance of the issuance and sale of the Bonds, be, and the same hereby are, in all respects, ratified, 
confirmed and approved, including without limitation the publication of the notice of public hearing. 

Section 5. That the provisions of this authorizing ordinance are hereby declared to be 
separable, and if any Section, phrase or provision of this authorizing ordinance shall for any reason be 
declared to be invalid, such declaration shall not affect the validity of the remainder of the sections, 
phrases and provisions of this authorizing ordinance. 

Section 6. That all ordinances, resolutions and orders, or parts thereof, in conflict with the 
provisions of this authorizing ordinance are, to the extent of such conflict, hereby superseded; and that 
this authorizing ordinance shall be in full force and effect upon its adoption and approval as provided by 
law.

PRESIDENT OF THE COOK COUNTY BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS 

WHEREAS, the State of Illinois has enacted "An Act regulating wages of laborers, mechanics and other 
workers employed in any public works by the State, county, city or any public body or any political 
subdivision or by any one under contract for public works," approved June 26, 1941, codified as 
amended, 820 ILCS 130/1 et seq. (1993), formerly Ill. Rev. Stat., Ch. 48, par. 39s-1 et seq.; and 
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WHEREAS, the aforesaid Act requires that the Board of Commissioners of the County of Cook 
investigate and ascertain the prevailing rate of wages as defined in said Act for laborers, mechanics and 
other workers in the locality of said County employed in performing construction of public works, for 
said County. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE PRESIDENT AND BOARD OF 
COMMISSIONERS OF THE COUNTY OF COOK: 

Section 1. To the extent and as required by "An Act regulating wages of laborers, mechanics and other 
workers employed in any public works by the State, county, city or any public body or any political 
subdivision or by any one under contract for public works”, approved June 26, 1941, as amended, the 
general prevailing rate of wages in this locality for laborers, mechanics and other workers engaged in the 
construction of public works coming under the jurisdiction of this County is hereby ascertained to be the 
same as the prevailing rate of wages for construction work in the Cook County area as determined by the 
Department of Labor of the State of Illinois as of June 2005, a copy of that determination being submitted 
hereto and incorporated herein by reference. As required by said Act, any and all revisions of the 
prevailing rate of wages by the Department of Labor of the State of Illinois shall supersede the 
Department's June determination and apply to any and all public works construction undertaken by the 
County of Cook. The Definition of any terms appearing in this Ordinance which are also used in 
aforesaid Act shall be the same as in said Act. 

Section 2. Nothing herein contained shall be construed to apply said general prevailing rate of wages as 
herein ascertained to any work or employment except public works construction of this County to the 
extent required by the aforesaid Act. 

Section 3. The Bureau of Human Resources shall publicly post or keep available for inspection by any 
interested party in the main office of this Bureau of Human Resources (County) this determination or any 
revisions of such prevailing rate of wage. A copy of this determination or of the current revised 
determination of prevailing rate of wages then in effect shall be attached to all contract specifications. 

Section 4. The Clerk shall mail a copy of this determination to any employer, and to any association of 
employers and to any person or association of employees who have filed their names and addresses, 
requesting copies of any determination stating the particular rates and the particular class of workers 
whose wages will be affected by such rates. 

Section 5. The Bureau of Human Resources shall promptly file a certified copy of this Ordinance with 
both the Secretary of State Index Division and the Department of Labor of the State of Illinois. 

Section 6. The Bureau of Human Resources shall cause to be published in a newspaper of general 
circulation within the area a copy of this Ordinance, and such publication shall constitute notice that the 
determination is effective and that this is the determination of this public body. 

Section 7. The Purchasing Agent of Cook County shall specify in the call for bids in any contract for 
public works that the general prevailing rate of wages in the locality for each craft or type of laborer or 
mechanic needed to execute the contract to perform such work, also the general prevailing rate for legal 
holiday and overtime work as ascertained by the Bureau of Human Resources, shall be paid for each craft 
or type of work needed to execute the contract or to perform such work. The Purchasing Agent in 
awarding the contract shall cause to be inserted in the contract a stipulation to the effect that not less than 
the prevailing rate of wages, as found by the Bureau of Human Resources, shall be paid to all laborers, 
workers and mechanics perfonning work under the contract, and the Purchasing Agent shall also require 
in all such contractor's bonds that the contract include such provision as will guarantee the faithful 
performance of such prevailing wage clause as provided by the contract. 
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Section 8. In the case of any underpayment of the prevailing wage, a penalty of 20% of the 
underpayment shall be assessed against the contractor or subcontractor; and the 20% penalty shall be 
payable to the Illinois Department of Labor. Any underpayment that has not been repaid to a worker 
within thirty-days of violation is subject to an additional 2% of the underpayment as a punitive damage 
assessment. This is payable to the worker. 

Section 9. There is an automatic two (2) year debarment of any contractor or subcontractor found to 
have violated the Act on two (2) separate occasions. An affected contractor or subcontractor may request 
the Department to hold a hearing on the alleged violations within ten (10) days notification of the second 
violation.

In addition to providing a lender source for the 
First Mortgage Loans, the Program allows the homebuyer to borrow funds - up to 7% of the sale price- in 
the form of a Second Mortgage Loan. The proceeds from the Second Mortgage Loan can finance all or a 
portion of, required down payment costs, closing costs and/or recurring (prepaid) costs associated with 
the purchase of a home. The first and second mortgage Fannie Mae Conventional Loans shall be funded 
entirely by the Servicer/Lender. The County may fund Second Mortgage Loans on FHA initiated first 
loans pending HUD approval. CitiMortgage, Inc. commits to fund the purchase of up to SI0,000,000 in 
Second Loans and the full amount of the related First Loans to Lenders for the benefit of qualified 
homebuyers within the County.

AN ORDINANCE establishing the Cook County Homeownership 
Initiative and authorizing the execution and delivery of a Community 
Loan Program Agreement and certain documents in connection 
herewith 

WHEREAS, pursuant to Section 6(a) of Article VII of the 1970 Constitution of the State of Illinois, The 
County of Cook, Illinois, is a political subdivision and a home rule unit of government duly organized and 
validly existing under the Constitution and the laws of the State of Illinois (the “County”); and 

WHEREAS, there exists within the borders of the County a recognized need for a program which aids in 
making purchases more affordable for families and individuals, including those of low-to-moderate 
income; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to the Constitution and laws of the State of Illinois, and particularly Section 6 of 
Article VII of the Constitution of the State of Illinois, the County, under its home rule powers, is 
authorized to establish a program and enter into an Agreement that will allow the financing of 
subordinate-lien mortgage loans made by participating lenders to mortgagors in connection with first 
mortgage loans in order to finance the acquisition of homes within Cook County; and 

WHEREAS, the County has determined that it is desirable and in the public interest to establish the Cook 
County Homeownership Initiative (the “Program”) in order to assist families and individuals, including 
those of low-to-moderate income, with homeownership; and 

WHEREAS, the Program will involve, among other things, the origination and servicing of both 
qualified non-bond funded first mortgage loans (the “First Mortgage Loans”) and qualified non-bond 
funded second mortgage loans, (the “Second Mortgage Loans”); and 

WHEREAS, the Program will allow qualified homebuyers to secure both a First Mortgage Loan (funded 
by Servicer/Lenders) and a Second Mortgage Loan (funding for Fannie Mae loans provided by 
Servicer/Lenders, funding for FHA loans provided by Cook County upon approval by HUD); and 

WHEREAS, the Chief Financial Officer shall be authorized to create a fund up to $150,000.00 that will 
be utilized for the County’s funding of Second Mortgage Loans (as authorized by HUD); and 

WHEREAS, as the Program’s sponsor, the County desires to enter into a Community Loan Program 
Agreement with CitiMortgage, Inc., the Program Servicer, in which the Servicer commits to fund the 
purchase of up to $10,000,000.00 in Second Loans and the full amount of the related First Loans to 
Lenders for the benefit of qualified homebuyers within the County; and 

WHEREAS, as the Program’s sponsor, the County desires and shall be authorized to enter into a 
Program Lender Agreement with CitiMortgage, Inc. and the approved Lenders, detailing the requirements 
of the Parties as well as the tenns and conditions of the Loans; and

WHEREAS, a Community Loan Program Agreement shall be entered into between the County and 
CitiMortgage, Inc. in which CitiMortgage will agree to service any and all Second Mortgage Loans 
originated by the participating Lenders, and initially funded by the Lenders (for Fannie Mae Loans) or 
Cook County (for FHA Loans) in accordance with the terms of the Program Lender Agreement; and 

WHEREAS, the Community Loan Agreement and Program Lender Agreement are presented to and are 
included within this meeting. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by the President and the Board of Commissioners of the 
County of Cook, Illinois: 

Section 1. Finding. The President and the Board of Commissioners of the County of Cook finds that all 
of the recitals contained in the preambles to this Ordinance are full, true and correct and does incorporate 
them into this Ordinance by this reference. 

Section 2. Public Purpose. It is hereby found, determined and declared that the purpose of this 
Ordinance is to take steps designed to reduce the cost of financing principal residences located in the 
County in order to provide decent, affordable housing for qualifying persons of low and moderate 
income. 

Section 3. Definitions. 

“Chief Financial Officer ” means the Chief Financial Officer of Cook County. 

“Community Loan Program Agreement" means the Agreement entered into between the County and 
CitiMortgage, Inc. in which the County shall serve as the Sponsor of the Homeownership Initiative and 
CitiMortgage, Inc. shall serve as the Program Servicer. 

“Correspondent Agreement ” means the Correspondent Loan Purchase Agreement entered into by and 
between the Servicer and a Lender in connection with the acceptance of the Lender for the sale of First 
Mortgage Loans and Second Mortgage Loans to the Servicer, including the Correspondent Manual and all 
addendums, amendments, supplements and additions thereto. 

“Correspondent ManuaF means the manual prepared by the Servicer and established pursuant to the 
Correspondent Agreement for the origination, servicing and delivery of First Loans and Second Loans to 
be purchased by the Servicer and the eligibility, credit and security underwriting standards applicable 
thereto, as may be amended and supplemented from time to time by the Servicer. 

“First Loan ” means a first mortgage loan originated by a Lender under the Program in accordance with 
the Correspondent Agreement and Correspondent Manual. 

“FHA " means Federal Housing Administration. 

“HUD ” means the U.S. Department of Housing and Urban Development. 

Lender ” means a lender approved by the Servicer to originate First Loans and Second Loans which is, at 
the time of sale of any First Loan or Second Loan to the Servicer, a party to the Correspondent Agreement 
and in good standing hereunder. 

“Program " means the program established by the Sponsor and the Servicer for the origination of First 
Loans and Second Loans in the Sponsor’s community.

“Program Lender Agreement’ 1 means the Agreement entered into between the Servicer, the County and 
Lender detailing the terms and conditions of the loans in addition to the Correspondent Agreement. 

“Second Loan’’’’ means a subordinate mortgage loan originated by a Lender under the Program as 
specified in the Program Manual. 

‘'Servicer” means CitiMortgage, Inc., a Delaware corporation and its successors and assigns. 

“ Sponsor ” means the County of Cook, a political subdivision and a home rule unit of government duly 
organized and validly existing under the Constitution and the laws of the State of Illinois making the 
representations and warranties set forth in Section 2.02 hereof. 

“State ” means Illinois. 

Section 4. Approval of Community Loan Program Agreement and Program Lender Agreement. 

The fonn of Community Loan Program Agreement (the “Agreement”) and Program Lender Agreement 
presented hereto and before this meeting are hereby approved. The President or the Chief Financial 
Officer is authorized to execute the Agreement and Program Lender Agreement on behalf of the County 
in substantially the form submitted with this Ordinance, with such changes, additions and omissions as 
the President or the Chief Financial Officer shall approve. The President’s or Chief Financial Officer’s 
execution and delivery of the Agreement shall constitute the conclusive approval of the County Board of 
any such changes, additions and omissions to the fonn of the Agreement and Program Lender Agreement 
presented to this meeting. 

The Agreement shall provide that Second Mortgage Loans originated in the names of Lenders in 
conjunction with the First Mortgage Loans (other than FHA-insured First Mortgage Loans) approved by 
the Servicer on behalf of the County be assigned by the Lenders to, or for the account of the Servicer. 
The Agreement and attached Program Lender Agreement shall lay out the terms of eligibility, financing 
and fee requirements. 

Second Mortgage Loans relating to FHA-insured First Mortgage Loans may be financed by the County 
upon approval from HUD. Should HUD authorize the County to offer Second Mortgage Loans to 
provide funds for low-to-moderate income homebuyers to utilize for the down payment and closing costs 
associated with FHA-insured First Mortgage Loans, the Second Mortgage Loans (i) shall not provide for 
a maturity exceeding 30 years, an interest rate exceeding, 7% per annum, or a principal amount exceeding 
7% of the sales price of the residence to which such Second Loan Mortgage relates and (ii) shall be 
consistent with the FHA-related Second Mortgage Loan Options set forth in Program Lender Agreement 
attached hereto as Exhibit A to the Agreement presented to and before this meeting. 

To the extent HUD authorized the County to fund Second Mortgage Loans with its own funds, the Chief 
Financial Officer is authorized to establish a fund up to $150,000.00 that will be utilized for the financing 
of said Second Mortgage Loans. The Chief Financial Officer or his designee shall be authorized to 
finance no more than $150,000.00 in County funded Second Loans in any given week. Second Loans 
funded by the County will be reimbursed to the County through the purchase of the Second Loan by the 
Lender within seventy-two (72) hours of the loan closing. 

Section 5. Further Authorization. The President, the Chief Financial Officer, the County Clerk and the 
proper officers, officials, agents and employees of the County are hereby authorized, empowered and 
directed to do all such acts and things, and to execute all such documents and certificates, as may be 
necessary to carry out and comply with the provisions of this Ordinance, the Agreement and Program 
Lender Agreement, and to further the purposes and intent of this Ordinance, including the preambles 
hereto. The County is authorized to accept payment of participation or commitment fees by 
Lenders/Servicer in connection with their participation in the Program, and to apply such as set forth in 
the Agreement. 
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Section 6. Ratification. All acts of the officer, officials, agents and employees of the County heretofore 
or hereafter taken, which are in conformity with the purposes and intent of this Ordinance hereby are, in 
all respects, ratified, confirmed and approved. 

Section 7. Appointment of Servicer and Lenders. This Ordinance hereby authorizes the appointment 
of CitiMortgage, Inc. as the Servicer of the Program in accordance with the terms of the submitted 
Agreement. All Lenders must be approved by and be in good standing with the Servicer. Servicer shall 
further certify to the County that the approved Lenders are not in violation of the Cook County Predatory 
Lending Ordinance. 

Section 8. Severability. If any provision of this Ordinance shall be held to be invalid or unenforceable 
for any reason, the invalidity or unenforceability of such provision shall not affect any of the remaining 
provisions of this Ordinance. 

Section 9. Repealer. All ordinances, resolutions and orders, or parts thereof, in conflict with the 
provisions of this Ordinance are, to the extent of such conflict, hereby superseded. 

Section 10. Fifing with the County Clerk. A copy of this Ordinance shall be filed in the Office of the 
County Clerk and shall be made available for public inspection in the manner required by law. 

Section 11. Effective Date. This Ordinance shall be in full force and effect immediately upon its 
passage and approval.

EXPRESSING THE SENSE OF THE COOK COUNTY BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS 
REGARDING THE MASSACRE AT SREBRENICA IN JULY 1995 

WHEREAS, in July 1995 thousands of men and boys who had sought safety in the United Nations- 
designated “safe area” of Srebrenica in Bosnia and Herzegovina under the protection of the United 
Nations Protection Force (UNPROFOR) were massacred by Serb forces operating in that country; and 

WHEREAS, beginning in April 1992, aggression and ethnic cleansing perpetrated by Bosnian Serb 
forces, while taking control of the surrounding territory, resulted in a massive influx of Bosnians seeking 
protection in Srebrenica and its environs, which the United Nations Security Council designated a “safe 
area” in Resolution 819 on April 16, 1993; and 

WHEREAS, the UNPROFOR presence in Srebrenica consisted of a Dutch peacekeeping battalion, with 
representatives of the United Nations High Commissioner for Refugees, the International Committee of 
the Red Cross, and the humanitarian medical aid agency Medecins Sans Frontiers (Doctors Without 
Borders) helping to provide humanitarian relief to the displaced population living in conditions of 
massive overcrowding, destitution, and disease; and 

WHEREAS, Bosnian Serb forces blockaded the enclave early in 1995, depriving the entire population of 
humanitarian aid and outside communication and contact, and effectively reducing the ability of the 
Dutch peacekeeping battalion to deter aggression or otherwise respond effectively to a deteriorating 
situation; and 

WHEREAS, beginning on July 6, 1995, Bosnian Serb forces attacked UNPROFOR outposts, seized 
control of the isolated enclave, held captured Dutch soldiers hostage, and after skirmishes with local 
defenders, ultimately took control of the town of Srebrenica on July 11, 1995; and 

WHEREAS, an estimated one-third of the population of Srebrenica, including a relatively small number 
of soldiers, made a desperate attempt to pass through the lines of Bosnian Serb forces to the relative 
safety of Bosnian-held territory, but many were killed by patrols and ambushes; and 
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WHEREAS, the remaining population sought protection with the Dutch peacekeeping battalion at its 
headquarters in the village of Potocari north of Srebrenica but many of these individuals were randomly 
seized by Bosnian Serb forces to be beaten, raped, or executed; and 

WHEREAS, Bosnian Serb forces deported women, children, and the elderly in buses, held Bosnian 
males over 16 years of age at collection points and sites in northeastern Bosnia and Herzegovina under 
their control, and then summarily executed and buried the captives in mass graves; and 

WHEREAS, approximately 20 percent of Srebrenica’s total population at the time, at least 7,000 and 
perhaps thousands more, were either executed or killed; and 

WHEREAS, the United Nations and its member states have largely acknowledged their failure to take 
actions and decisions that could have deterred the assault on Srebrenica and prevented the subsequent 
massacre; and 

WHEREAS, Bosnian Serb forces, hoping to conceal evidence of the massacre at Srebrenica, 
subsequently moved corpses from initial mass grave sites to many secondary sites scattered throughout 
parts of northeastern Bosnia and Herzegovina under their control; and 

WHEREAS, the massacre at Srebrenica was among the worst of many horrible atrocities to occur in the 
conflict in Bosnia and Herzegovina from April 1992 to November 1995, during which the policies of 
aggression and ethnic cleansing pursued by Bosnian Serb forces with the direct support of authorities in 
the Federal Republic of Yugoslavia (Serbia and Montenegro) ultimately led to the displacement of more 
than 2,000,000 people, an estimated 200,000 killed, tens of thousands raped or otherwise tortured and 
abused, and the innocent civilians of Sarajevo and other urban centers repeatedly subjected to shelling and 
sniper attacks; and 

WHEREAS, Article 2 of the Convention on the Prevention and Punishment of the Crime of Genocide 
(done at Paris on December 9, 1948, and entered into force with respect to the United States on February 
23, 1989) defines genocide as “any of the following acts committed with intent to destroy, in whole or in 
part, a national, ethnical, racial or religious group, as such: (a) killing members of the group; (b) causing 
serious bodily or mental harm to members of the group; (c) deliberately inflicting on the group 
conditions of life calculated to bring about its physical destruction in whole or in part; (d) imposing 
measures intended to prevent births within the group; (e) forcibly transferring children of the group to 
another group”; and 

WHEREAS, on May 25, 1993, the United Nations Security Council adopted Resolution 827 establishing 
the world’s first international war crimes tribunal, the International Criminal Tribunal for the former 
Yugoslavia (ICTY), based in The Hague, the Netherlands, and charging the ICTY with responsibility for 
investigating and prosecuting individuals suspected of committing war crimes, genocide, crimes against 
humanity and grave breaches of the 1949 Geneva Conventions on the territory of the former Yugoslavia 
since 1991; and 

WHEREAS, numerous members of the Bosnian Serb forces at various levels of responsibility have been 
indicted for grave breaches of the 1949 Geneva Conventions, violations of the laws or customs of war, 
crimes against humanity, genocide, and complicity in genocide associated with the massacre at 
Srebrenica, some of whom have been tried and sentenced while others, including Radovan Karadzic and 
Ratko Mladic, remain at large; and 
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WHEREAS, the international community, including the United States, has continued to provide 
personnel and resources, including direct military intervention to prevent further aggression and ethnic 
cleansing, negotiating the General Framework Agreement for Peace in Bosnia and Herzegovina (initialed 
in Dayton, Ohio, on November 21, 1995, and signed in Paris on December 14, 1995), and helping ensure 
its fullest implementation, including cooperation with the International Criminal Tribunal for the former 
Yugoslavia; and 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that it is the sense of the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners that: 

(1) The thousands of innocent people executed at Srebrenica in Bosnia and Herzegovina on July 1995, 
along with all individuals who were victimized during the conflict and genocide in Bosnia and 
Herzegovina from 1992 to 1995, should be solemnly remembered and honored; and 

(2) The policies of aggression and ethnic cleansing as implemented by Serb forces in Bosnia and 
Herzegovina from 1992 to 1995 meet the terms defining the crime of genocide in Article 2 of the 
Convention on the Prevention and Punishment of the Crime of Genocide; and 

(3) Foreign nationals, including United States citizens, who have risked and in some cases lost their lives 
in Bosnia and Herzegovina while working toward peace should be solemnly remembered and honored; 
and 

(4) The United Nations and its member states should accept their share of responsibility for allowing the 
Srebrenica massacre and genocide to occur in Bosnia and Herzegovina from 1992 to 1995 by failing to 
take sufficient, decisive, and timely action, and the United Nations and its member states should 
constantly seek to ensure that this failure is not repeated in future crises and conflicts; and 

(5) It is in the national interest of the United States that those individuals who are responsible for war 
crimes, genocide, crimes against humanity, and grave breaches of the 1949 Geneva Conventions, 
committed in Bosnia and Herzegovina, should be held accountable for their actions; and 

(6) All persons indicted by the International Criminal Tribunal for the former Yugoslavia (ICTY) should 
be apprehended and transferred to The Hague without further delay, and all countries should meet their 
obligations to cooperate fully with the ICTY at all times; and 

(7) The United States should continue to support the independence and territorial integrity of Bosnia and 
Herzegovina, peace and stability in southeastern Europe as a whole, and the right of all people living in 
the region, regardless of national, racial, ethnic or religious background, to return to their homes and 
enjoy the benefits of democratic institutions, the rule of law, and economic opportunity, as well as to 
know the fate of missing relatives and friends.

WHEREAS, Roberto Garza was bom in 1979 in Rio Hondo, Texas, a town with a population of about 
2,000 and 15 minutes from the U.S. border with Mexico. His parents, both natives of Mexico, moved to 
South Texas a year before Roberto was bom; and 

WHEREAS, in college, Roberto Garza was a full-time starter for 3 seasons at Texas A&M-Kingsville 
from 1997 to 2000, earning 3 straight all-conference nods while starting 30 of the team's last 40 games; 
and 

WHEREAS, in 2001 Roberto was a fourth round draft choice by the Atlanta Falcons; he fought back 
from a tom ACL of his right knee and elbow injuries incurred in 2003 to start in 15 of the 16 games he 
played in the 2004 regular season. He was part of a 2004 line that helped the rushing attack lead the 
National Football League (NFL) for the first time in team history and set a new Falcons' club record with 
2,672 yards; and 

WHEREAS, in addition to his contributions on the field, Roberto was a big contributor to the community 
in Atlanta, he hosted a large group of kids each off-season to attend football clinics and groups of 20 
Hispanic children at each Falcons game. Through his program “Los Amigos de Roberto,” meaning 
friends of Roberto, he purchased tickets for these groups and met the children before every game; and 

WHEREAS, Roberto is a National Spokesperson for a bi-lingual National Public Service Announcement 
for the American Diabetes Association in the campaign “Taking on Diabetes”, a disease prevalent among 
Hispanics; and 

WHEREAS, Roberto has been recognized numerous times for his service to the community, every 
December 2nd is the official ‘Roberto Garza Day’ in his hometown of Rio Hondo, Texas and most 
recently he was a recipient of the 2004 Ed Block Courage Award, one of the most esteemed honors 
bestowed upon a player in the NFL through a vote of his peers; and 

WHEREAS, Roberto Garza joined the Chicago Bears Football Team as a free agent this past March 19 
after spending his first four NFL seasons with the Atlanta Falcons, and is competing for a starting guard 
position in training camp this summer; and 

WHEREAS, Roberto is one of only 19 Hispanic players in the NFL, a select group that includes Detroit 
Lions’ quarterback Jeff Garcia, Cincinnati Bengals’ guard Victor Leyva. Houston Texans’ linebacker 
Zeke Moreno and Dallas Cowboys’ guard Marco Rivera, thus providing Hispanic children with a great 
model to follow.

Recognizing the Passage of United States Senate Resolution 39 and 
Honoring Doria Dee Johnson 

WHEREAS, on June 13, 2005, the United States Senate took a historic step by approving Resolution 39 
which called for the lawmakers to apologize to lynching victims, survivors and their descendants; and 

WHEREAS, Resolution 39 represents the first time the Senate has apologized for the nation's treatment 
of African Americans; and 

WHEREAS, Resolution 39 specifically expresses remorse for the failure of the United States 
Government to outlaw a crime that took the lives of at least 4,742 people, most of them African American 
men, from 1882 to 1968; and 

WHEREAS, lynching occurred in all but four states in the contiguous United States and less than 1 
percent of perpetrators were brought to justice; and 

WHEREAS, historically, powerful southern Senators blocked federal anti-lynching legislation for 
decades despite the fact that the U.S. House of Representatives three times passed measures to make 
lynching a federal offense, more than 200 anti-lynching bills were introduced in the first half of the 20th 
Century and seven Presidents between 1890 and 1952 petitioned Congress to take action against 
lynching; and 

WHEREAS, the effort to pass Resolution 39 was lead by Senators George Allen (R-Va) and Mary 
Landrieu (D-La) who obtained the support of 78 additional Senators who joined the resolution as co¬ 
sponsors; and 
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WHEREAS, Resolution 39 was passed in large part because lynching survivors and the descendants of 
victims would not let the brutal crimes be forgotten and insisted that the United States Senate 
acknowledge and apologize for their predecessors’ failure to take action to stop lynching; and 

WHEREAS, as the great-great granddaughter of lynching victim Anthony P. Crawford, who was brutally 
murdered in 1916 in Abbeville, South Carolina, Doria Dee Johnson and her family were invited to 
Washington, D.C. to witness the Senate’s voice vote for Resolution 39; and 

WHEREAS, Doria Dee Johnson, a lifelong Evanston resident, is one of the individuals who fought for 
the passage of Resolution 39 as a member of the United States Senate Steering Committee for the Anti- 
Lynching Apology; and 

WHEREAS, Ms. Johnson has spent much of her professional life working to teach people the history of 
lynchings and how it relates to families’ survival; and 

WHEREAS, Ms. Johnson is an independent researcher, author and frequent lecturer on the subject of 
lynchings; she has lectured at high schools, universities and conferences across the county and has 
appeared in numerous media outlets including national television programs such as ABC Nightline, 
national radio programs such as National Public Radio, and national and local newspapers such as USA 
Today and The Chicago Tribune ; and 

WHEREAS, Ms. Johnson has worked tirelessly in her local community and Countywide to teach people 
about this awful period in the nation’s history; and 

WHEREAS, Ms. Johnson is president of the Anthony Crawford Remembered Memorial Committee, a 
trustee of the Evanston Historical Society and a trustee of Shorefront N.F.P. an organization that collects, 
preserves, interprets, publishes and exhibits the history of the African American experience on Chicago’s 
North Shore.
